The Anti-Chinese Bill Passed 
by the Senate. 


New Light on the Question of 
Garfield's Loyalty.

W ashington’, M arch 13.—The anti-C hinese bill 
passed the Senate T hursday by a vote of 29 to 15. 
There was a very long debate, the principal fea­ 
tu re ol which was an un u su ally b rillian t speech 
by Senator Jones of N evada in favor of th e passage 
of the bill. On the question of the passage of the bill 
Mr. E dm unds said he m ust vote ag ain st it in its 
present shape, as it was an infraction of th e good 
Taith of the U nited S tates as pledged by the 
treatv. The bill Anally passed as follows:

T h e B a n k r u p tc y B ill A g re e d U p o n by th e 
Stellate J u d ic ia r y Committee. 
Wa sh in g to n. M arch 13.—The bill to establish a 
uniform system or b an k ru p tcy th ro u g h o u t the 
U nited S tates, enacts th a t w henever any person 
w ithout frau d shall become involved in debts 
beyond his m eans, and am ounting to $500 or up ­ 
w ards, he m ay apply by p etition in equity to the 
D istrict C ourt of the U nited States, to su rren d er 
his estate for the benefit of his creditors, except 
so m uch as shall be exem pt from execution under 
the laws of toe S tate in which he resides, and 
thereupon th e court shall dispose or th e cause 
upou its m erits. 
Section 2 enacts th at whenever any person owing 
debts shall attem pt todefraud his creditors by absent­ 
ing himself or otherwise, any creditor or creditors 
may tile a petition in behalf of all persons interested. 
Insolvency shall bo deemed to exist only when the 
debtor’s liabilities exceed in amount the value of his 
property liable to execution. 
Section 3 states that the court shall have power to 
grant extensions of time and reduce the amount of 
indebtedness, allowing the debtor to proceed with his 
business. 
Section 4—That the court shall have control of pro­ 
ceedings. 
Section 5—That any interlocutory m atter may be 
heard before any standing or special m aster iii chan­ 
cery, but all the decisions of sin Ii m aster shall be 
under the control of the court. 
Section C—That any conveyance, transfer or pay­ 
ment made and received in view of bankruptcy may 
be set aside if contrary to the just rights of other 
creditors. 
Section?—That if it shall appear that any creditor 
has wilfully ana oppressively sought to bring about 
the bankruptcy of the debtor, or to obtain any fraudu­ 
lent advantage over 
other creditors, the court 
may deny such wrongdoer any participation In tile 
estate, of only a partial benefit of his claim, as may 
seem Just. 
Section 8—The District Court shall be considered 
always open for the consideration of business under 
tills act. 
Section 9—'That the Supreme Court shall mak£ such 
additional rules in equity, if any be required, for the 
full effect of this act. 
T h e T r e a s u r y Contingent Fund.

ADULTERATIONS IN FOOD.

T H E S O L D IE R S ’ HOME. 


T h e M anagem ent of tho Institution Being 
Investigated by a S e n ate Committee. 
W a s h in g t o n , 
.March 
13.—Senators Bewall, 
H arrison and H am pton, com posing a s u i-com­ 
m ittee of the Senate com m ittee on m ilitary af­ 
fairs, are investigating the m anagem ent of tho 
Soldiers’ Home near th is city. 
G eneral Sturgis 
was appointed to the com m and of the home by 
G arfield, The home property com prises 800 acres 
of ground, A considerable portion of this tra c t is 
cultiv ated 
and 
the 
labor 
i* 
paid 
for 
ou t of the Soldiers’ Home fund, which is created 
by unclaim ed bounty and other sum s dim to de­ 
ceased soldiers, and by a m onthly tax upon the sol­ 
diers of the regular artuy.Tbe whole establishm ent 
is m aintained at the expense of the soldiers ot the 
regular arm y. 
The borne has a large herd of very 
tine A lderney cattle. 
Much m ilk and butter, 
vegetables, 
fru its 
and 
bay 
are 
produced. 
Charges have 
been 
repeatedly 
m ade 
th a t 
the 
home 
was 
no t 
properly 
m anaged, 
and 
th a t 
tho 
officials 
having 
charge 
of 
of it m ade too liberal use of the products of the 
farm attached to the home w ithout any com pen­ 
sation to the old soldiers, by a tax upon whose 
p ittan ce it is supported. These com plaints hau 
become so num erous a t the beginning of the ses­ 
sion th a t a resolution was adopted directing an 
investigation. The sub-com m ittee has been s it­ 
tin g a t intervals during th e w inter. 
Yesterday 
there was an im portant secret m eeting held at 
the home, where some significant testim ony 
was taken, 
it appears, w ithout specifying de­ 
tails, th a t the persons responsible tor the m an­ 
agem ent have taken milk, fru its and the products 
of the farm generally for th eir own tables in 
liberal am ounts, so th a t a t tim es even the soldiers 
have been deprived of the delicacies winch belong 
to them . 
I nder some 
regulation 
when an 
old 
soldier 
dies, who 
has 
no 
friends or 
relatives, his 
effects 
are 
tu rn ed 
into 
the 
general fund for the support of the home. Tho 
tran sfer of these effects, alw ays insignificant, is 
m erely a m atter of form , and can be readily 
accom plished by the sim ple receipt of the com­ 
m anding officer. 
The m ilitary personages, how 
ever, in charge of the home found it necessary to 
appoint an attorney to do this business. In one case 
last year $14 were realized on the effects of one 
deceased soldier. Seven dollars of this wa3 taken 
by a son-in-law of one of the officers of tile board. 
C om plaints w ere m ade th a t 50 per cent. was a 
large allow ance for the collection of an old 
soldier’s estate, when tho board appointed this 
son-in-law the attorney for the board at a salary 
of $150 per annum . This is au illustration of 
some of the abuses in connection w ith tho m anage­ 
m ent. 


T H E CARRY ING TRADE. 


A d E f f o r t to P lace A m erican Vessels on 
an E q u al Footing w ith T hose of O ther 
Nations. 
W a s h in g t o n, M arch 1 3 .—A hill has been in tro ­ 
duced in the H ouse by Mr. Dingley of M aine to 
place A m erican shipping engaged in the foreign 
carrying trad e on an equal footing w ith vessels 
of any other nation in th e sam e occupation. 
The 
bill provides tor tho abolition of all consular fees 
or fees of consuls for official service rendered 
ships’ officers and crews. 
The consuls now paid 
in whole or in p a rt in fees 
are required to 
m ake a detailed statem en t of th eir service to the 
secretary of th e treasury, who will pay them , and 
other feed officers are included. 
The bill provides 
tor the repeal of the law directin g an assessm ent 
of forty cents per m onth on every seam an en­ 
gaged on vessels arriv in g from foreign shores. It 
am ends section 4219 of th e Revised S tatutes, to 
provide th a t in addition to th e tonnage tax im ­ 
posed there shall be paid a ta x at the rate of ten 
cents per ton for th e ir entry on vessels which 
shall be entered a t any custom house of the 
U nited 
S tates 
from 
any 
foreign 
shore. 
No 
rights of 
foreign 
shipow ners 
under 
tile treaty stipulations shall bo im paired. 
Any 
vessel any officer of which shall not be a citizen 
of tho U nited States Is required to pay a tax of 
fifteen cents per ton. .Section 422 of the Revised 
S tatu tes is am ended so as to provide a tonnage 
tax of th irty cents per ton on vessels bu ilt in tile 
U nited States belonging wholly or in p a rt to for­ 
eign citizens, aud tho ta x of fifty cents a ton od 
foreign built vessels will be levied but once in 
each 
year. 
This 
proviso, 
however, is not 
to 
extend to 
foreign 
vessels 
entered in 
the 
U nited States from 
any 
foreign shore 
w ith which the U nited States vessels are not 
ordinarily perm itted to en ter to trade. 
Vessels 
from such parts shall pay a tax for each and 
every entry. Thor secretary of the treasury is 
directed to' im pose on foreign vessels entering an 
A m erican port like dues equivalent to sim ilar 
dues im posed on A m erican shipping by nations 
to which such vessels m ay belong. 


T H E S E N T E N C E OF S E R G E A N T MASON. 


A Dishonorable D iic lia rse from the A rm y 
anil E ight Y ea rs a t H a r d Labor. 
N ew Y o rk , M arch IO.—G eneral Hancock has 
approved and prom ulgated the finding of the 
court-m artial 
w hich 
tried Sergeant Jo h n A. 
Mason for shooting a t C harles G uiteau, the a s ­ 
sassin of G eneral G arfield. 
The sentence of the 
court is “ to be dishonorably discharged from tho 
service of the U nited States, w ith loss of all 
pay and allow ances now 
due or to become 
due him, and then to be confined a t hard labor, 
in such penitentiary as the proper authorities 
may direct, for eight years.’’ 
G eneral Hancock 
designates th e p enitentiary a t Albany as the 
place of confinem ent a t h ard labor, accused to be 
Beld at W ashington barracks until fu rth er oraers 
are giver, in regard to his disposition. 
T h e M a i o i T rin t Proceedings Defective. 
A ssistant Ju d g e A ovocate G eneral Swaim, on 
review ing th e proceedings of the Mason trial by 
court-m artial, found them defective aud they will 
have to be set aside. , 


T h e O rder of the Iruu H and. 
[New Y'ork Sun.I 
The O rder of the Iron H ana, a secret society 
founded in 187G, is pushing a m ovem ent fo r the 
rem oval of the A ndre m onum ent. 
They are cir­ 
culating a p ro test ag ain st tho m onum ent as tho 
act oi an A m erican Tory, and are dem anding its 
rem oval. 
The pro test concludes: 
“ As to the 
patriot, George H endrix, who, ic is charged, 
stru ck the blow which has been heard not only 
in the U nited S tates bu t in Europe, we wouiil 
say: W hile we may question the wisdom of 
th e act, we cannot deny th a t the m otive was 
patrio tic; while, as law -abiding citizens we m ay 
not applaud, we testify to our respect; to him we 
extend our sym pathy—w ith prom ise of active 
in terest in his cause.” 


T w o Slater* Elope from L ons Island, 
N ew Y o rk , M arch l l . —Mrs. Edw ard Schenck, 
wife qt a caiT iage-m aker, who was m arried only 
one year, bas eloped front her home at P ort 
W ashin gton , L. I., w ith a secret lover, whose 
nam e is yet unknow n. She le ft ber home M ouday, 
saying she was g o in g on a v isit. 
The elope­ 
m ent was discovered today. H er sister, Mrs. 
G eorge \V. Fleet, wife o f another earriage-snaker, 
also of P ort W ashington, left home Thursday, 
also saying she was going on a visit. I t was dis­ 
covered today she had eloped w ith Jo h u M ickey, 
J r., the well-known New Y ork oyster dealer, 
whose wife lias been dead five m onths.

Tho fath er and Miss Reid are th e 
only survivors. The m other and three daughters, 
aged 21, 25 aud 27 years respectively, were all 
frozen to death. The storm raged furiously, and 
in th eir efforts to give tho alarm a t an uncle’s 
house.not a mile off, th e iugitives were overtaken 
aud forced to succumb to the blizzard. 


The General Health of Citizens 
to Be Protected. 


How to Prevent the Importation 
of Impure Drugs. 


L e g isla tio n P ro p o sed b y th e Houfce 
C om m erce C om m ittee. 


W a sh in g t o n, M arch 13.—The H om o com m it­ 
tee on com m erce has reported to the H ouse a bill 
to prevent adulterated drugs being shipped from 
abroad into this country and to prevent Hie m anu­ 
facture of such food aud drugs in the T erritories 
of tho U nited S tates and other places under the 
bilection of tho governm ent. 
In tho case of 
drugs, an article shall he deem ed to be adulterated 
w ithin the m eaning of the act: 
First—If having a name recognized in the United 
St ites Pharmacopu'ia it differs from the standard of 
strength, quality or parity laid down therein. 
Second—lf having a name not recognized In the 
United State* PharinaeoiKvla, but which Is found in 
son)'1 other iffiarniaeopivla or other standard work on 
m ateria medics, it ditfeia materially from the stand­ 
ard of strength, quality or purity laid down In such 
work. 
Third—If its strength or purity fall below the pro­ 
fessed standard under which it is sold 
In tile case of food or drink: 
First—lf any substance or substance* has or havo 
been mixed with it so as to reduce or low cr or in­ 
juriously allect its quality or strength. 
Second—it any inferior or cheaper substance or 
substances have beeu »ub»tltuted wholly or in part 
for tile article. 
Third—lf any valuable constituent of the article 
bas been wholly or in part abstracted. 
Fourth—If it he an im itation of or be sold under the 
name of another article. 
Fifth—lf it consist wholly or in part of a diseased 
or decomposed, or putrid or rotten animal or veg -table 
substance, w hether m anufactured or not, or ii i the 
case of milk, lf it is the produce of ii dec used animal. 
sixth If it be colored or coated, or polished or 
powdered, whereby damage is concealed.or it is made 
to appear better than it really Is or of great- r value. 
Seventh—lf it coritaiu any added poisonous ingre­ 
dient, or any ingredient which may rerunr such arti­ 
cle injurious to tile health of a person consuming it. 
Tile secretary of tire treasury is given au th o rity 
to exem pt from Hie provisionsof the act m ixtures 
o r com pounds recognized as ordinary articles ot 
food and as not injurious to health, aud th a t are 
labeled as a m ixture, statin g the com ponents of 
tho m ixture. 
A find of not more than $50 is im ­ 
posed upon any person or corporation im porting 
or causing to’ be im ported from any foreign 
country into any S tate or T erritory any adulter­ 
ated article of food or drug-. Tho s.lino tine is 
provided for any person who shall m anufacture 
cither for sale or Bell ant article of adulterated 
food or drugs w ithin the D istrict ol Columbia, any 
of tho T erritories or in any o th er place tiiidor 
the ju risd ictio . of tho United States. 
The secre­ 
tary of tho treasury is authorized to appoint 
special inspectors and public analysts to prevent 
tho im portation from foreign countries of adul­ 
terated food or drugs. 
It on exam ination of any 
such im ported article it is found to lie adulter­ 
ated, the article shall not be perm itted to pass tile 
custom house, unless upon re-exam ination it 
shall be found th a t the articles are not adulter­ 
ated. 
T he re-exam ination in all cases Is to tie 
conducted a t th e expense of th e ow ner or con­ 
signee. 
If 
the ow ner

satisfactory 
bond, 
agrees 
to 
rem ove 
the 
articles 
from 
the 
U nited 
States, ho shall 
have the privilege of exporting them at any 
tim e w ithin the period of six m onths a fter tho 
date of the rep o rt of the inspector or analyst. TLe 
secretary ot the treasury is given power io canso 
exam inations of specim ens of food or drugs col­ 
lected under his directions In various p arts of the 
country to be made. 
He is requited to publish 
the results of such analysis, and it it shall appear 
from such exam ination th a t any of the provisions 
c t the act have been violated the fa c t stlia.li be 
reported by him to tile proper U nited S tates dis­ 
tric t attorney, who shall begin prosecutions for 
the violatlon'of to e law. 
Mr. H oar prepared the report of tho com m ittee 
which accom panies tile bill. 
The action of the 
com m ittee is bused upon the pow er given to Con­ 
gress to legislate on question* which affect tho 
general health c t citizens, especially in all cases 
where State legislation Is unable to reach the 
ease. The difficulty of enacting any laws on this 
subject which will bring relief is pointed out, aud 
while It is adm itted th a i the bill will not affect 
m uch or the adulterations of articles of food, 
particularly 
in the States, yet the m easure 
is regarded as a long step in tho rig h t d i­ 
rection.

N ational Board of H ealth aud other chem ists, 
show ing the ex ten t of adulterations. Among 
eighteen sam ples of cream of ta rta r exam ined 
eleven of them contained lime, varying from 17 
to 90 per cent., three of them having nearly the 
latter figure. Two contained no cream of ta rta r 
at all, but consisted, the one ot sulphate of lime, 
alum and acid phosphate ot lime, and th e other 
of alum , acid phosphate and potato starch. Corn 
starch was also found in large proportion in one 
of the lim e-sulpnate powders. 
Cream of ta rta r 
outers largely into the m anufacture of th e bread 
of the world, and certainly such adulterations 
should 
he 
stopped 
if 
possible.

nine 
sam ples exam ined 
in 
New 
York 
one had 
80 per cent, of terra a ilia, one OI per cent., 
and Hie others contained lime salt. Out of four 
sam ples of black pepper taken from respectable 
bouses in New York only one was found pure. 
The other* contained baked flour and rice, with 
sand enough to prove th e unclean condition when 
m illed. 
Of H IO peppers exam ined by the chem ­ 
ists of tne N ational Board of H ealth, 570 were 
ad u lterated w ith rice, sago, starch, brown and 
w hite m ustard, wood, w heat brau and flour, oat 
flour 
and ground gypsum .

be gen­ 
erally pure, in th is country is m ixed w ith 
such articles as bread-crust, beans, corn starch, 
woolly tissues and tumeris.* 
Of ground ginger 
fifteen specim ens out of tw enty-one were adul-. 
ten d ed . Chinese teas are dusted w ith prussian 
blue aud Japanese teas with indigo, along with 
finely-pulverized sulphate of lim e and silicates. 
In the preparation of teas for m arket such drugs 
are used as black lead, indip-o, prussian blue, 
chrom e yellow, venetian red, carbonate of copper 
and arsenite of copper. 
In the m anufacture of 
confectionery different poisonous preparations 
are used. 
Among tho principal adulterations recently ob­ 
served In drugs may be m entioned spurious barks 
Im ported for angustura, cascarilla and cinchona 
barks; spurious senega, sarsaparilla, arnica, etc.; 
opium adulterated w ith clay, cherry gum , ex tract 
of licorice, starch, e tc .; castor oil made of lard 
oil, w ith a little Croton oil; cod liver oil m ade of 
lard, oil of lemon adulterated witli petroleum , 
etc. 
M orphia has been found su b stitu ted by 
m ineral m a tte r and quinia; iron, for m edicinal 
use, adulterated witli carbon: quinine adulterated 
w ith saiicin and other cheap aud inferior alka­ 
loids; santonin adulterated w ith borax, or, in one 
case, entirely su b stitu ted by picric acid.

My D ea r Governor—I have for a long tim e 
w anted to w in e to you, no! only to acknow ledge 
your last kind letter, but ab n to" say some thin:.* 
confidentially on the m ovem ents iii this d e p art­ 
m ent; but I have refrained hith erto , lest I do in­ 
justice to a good man, and say iii you things 
willed were bolter le u un-aid. 
Vie have now, 
ffiowever, reached a point upon which I feel ic 
proper, and also due to th at kind opinion which I 
believe you havo bad ut me, to acquaint you w ith 
the condition ot affairs hero. 
I can n o t conceal from you the fact th a t I have 
been greatly tried and dissatisfied w ith tho slow 
progress th a t we have m ade in this departm ent 
since tho battle ot Stone River. 
I xviii -av in the 
outset th a t it would be in th e highest degree 
u n ju st to say th a t In the XC2 days v litcu elapsed 
between the battle of Stone River and the next 
advance of this arm y were spent in idleness or 
trifling. D uring th a t period was perform ed the 
enorm ous and highly im port int 
labor 
which 
m ade the Arm y ot the L um berland w hat It is, in 
m any respects bv far the best the country has 
ever known. 
But for many weeks prior to our 
late m ovem ent I could not hu t feel th a t th ere was 
not th a t live and earnest determ ination to fling 
the g reat w eight of this arm y into the scale and 
m ake Its pow er felt in crushing the shell of the 
rebellion. 
I have no words to tell you w ith how 
restive and unsatisfied a sp irit I welted aud plead­ 
ed for 
S t r i k i n g u S t u r d y Blo**'. 
I could no t Justly say we were in any proper con­ 
dition to advance till tho early days of May. 
At 
th a t tim e tho strings began to draw sharply upon 
the rebels, both on the M ississippi aud iii the 
East. They began to fear for the safety of A ieks- 
burg, ami before the m iddle of Mav thgv begin 
quietly to draw away forces to aid Pem berton. 
I 
pleaded for an advance.but not till Ju n e began did 
G eneral Uosecrans begin seriously to m editate an 
im m ediate movement. 
Tile arm y 
bad grown 
anxious w ith th e exception of its leading generals, 
who seem ed blind to the advantages of tim hour. 
in the first week of the m onth a councilor war 
was called, and out of eighteen generals whoso 
opinion was asked seventeen wore oppose I to an 
advance. 
I was tho only one who urged upon tun 
general the im perative necessity ut sin k in g a 
blow s t once, while Bragg was weaker and we 
stronger than over before, 
t wrote a careful re­ 
view of the opinion* of tho generals, and ex­ 
hibited the fact, gathered from am ple d ata, th a t 
we could throw 65,000 
bayonets and sabres 
against B ragg’s 41,000, allow ing tun most liberal 
estim ate* of bis force. 
This paper was draw n up 
on the 8th of June. 
A fter its presentation, and a 
full canvassing of the situation, an auvatico was 
agreed upon; hut i t was delayed through days 
which seem ed m onths to me, till the 24th, w hen 
it wag begun and eudcd with wiiat results you 
know. Tile wisdom of the m ovem ent was not only 
vindicated, but the seventeen dissenting generals 
were 
Com helled to C o t i fe * * 
th at, if the m ovem ent had been m ade ten days 
earlier, w hile the w eather was propitious, the 
arm y of Bragg would, in all hum an probability, 
no longer exist. 
I shall never cease to regret tho 
sad delay which lost us so g reat an opportunity to 
inflict it m ortal blow upon Hie centro of tho rebel­ 
lion. The work el expelling B ragg from m iddle 
Tennessee occupied nine days, and ended Ju ly 3, 
leaving his troops in a m ost disheartened aud de­ 
m oralized condition, while our army, w ith a loss 
of less than lout) men,was, In a few days, fuller of 
potential fight thau ever before. 
On the lHtb inst,, the bridges were rebuilt, and 
the cars were in lull com m unication from tho 
C um berland to the Tennessee. 
I have since then 
urged w ith all the earnestness I posses* a rapid 
advance, while Bragg’s arm}' was shuttered and 
under cover, and before Johnston and Im could 
effect a junction. Thus tar the general has been 
singularly disinclined to grasp the situation w ith 
a strong "hand. and m ake the advantage his own. 
I w rite this w ith more sorroxv than I eau tell you, 
for I love every hone in his body, and, n ex t to my 
desire to see the rebellion blasted, is my anxiety 
to seo bim blessed. 
But even the breadth of my 
love is not sufficient to cover this alm ost fatal de­ 
lay, My personal relation* with G eneral Rose-

AROUND THE FARM. 


[FROM OUR AQUICULTURAL EDITOR."] 


C A U K O F H O T B E D S . 


ClaMtlac. C a l l l r a l l o n a i d W a t e r i n g — A lr ln * . 
Tomato ami other plants which require re­ 
setting, to ensure a vigorous growth and early 
maturity, may be sown very thickly, and then 
taken up and separated when they are set in 
the cold-frame. 
The cold-frame is made just 
like the hotbed, except that much less manure 
is used for supplying heat; if the season is well 
advanced, none need be used; hut lf the 
weather he cold, the transplanted plants will 
start more readily if a little warm manure 
be placed under the soil in which tliev are 
set. 
If one has no old hotbed soil to use in 
the new bed, any good garden soil may he 
used, but it should receive a liberal dressing 
of wood ashes and some kind of artificial 
fertilizer. It never pays to J?o stingy in the treat­ 
ment of hotbed plants. After planting the seed 
the ground should be pte«eed firmly, by laying 
down a hoard and walking upon it. 
The top 
soil in a hotbed dries very rapidly in sunny 
weather, and lf it is not pressed down quite 
firmly the seeds are liable to be killed by 
over drying before they have Ijad time to 
throw down their feeding roots 
Nothing 
will 
kill 
a seed 
more 
effectually 
than 
to 
sprout 
it 
and 
then 
expose 
to 
a 
drying 
atmosphere. 
It 
is 
sometimes 
advisable 
to 
spread 
newspapers 
on 
the 
ground under the glass, to prevent too rapid 
evaporation, or the glass of the sash m ayb e 
sprinkled with whitewash, which will obstruct 
the suu’s ravs somewhat, and thus prevent too 
rapid drying of the soil. 
If the soil is iii good 
condition and the manure beneath is as warm 
as it should he, the seed will come up before 
any artificial watering will be needed. W ater­ 
ing I etore Hie plants come up is objectionable, 
as there is usually a crust formed on the soil, 
which is hard for the young plants to push* 
through, while it also tends to increase the 
evaporation. 
A mellow soil firmly pressed 
keeps sprouting seed in much better condition 
than a soil packed by sprinkling. 
CULTIVATION AND WATERING. 
As soon as the plants appear above the sur­ 
face the beds w ill require constant attention. 
if the soil becomes ary it must be watered, 
and the water should be warmed moderately 
and applied late in the afternoon; never at 
midday. 
Rain and sunshine together are not 
in accordance with nature’s plans or methods. 
Unless the soil is already freely mixed with 
sand, it will be found au excellent plan to 
sprinkle from a half-inch to an inch ot sand 
over the entire bed w bile the plants are grow­ 
ing. 
This will make a surface that will not 
bake by watering, aud it will help to conduct 
the water down through the soil instead of 
turning it off, as would be the case where 
much clay or loam is used that would crust 
o v er when wet. 
Plants are much less likely 
to “dam p off,” that is, rot at the stem just at 
the surface of the ground, where plenty of 
sand is used to “ bill up” after they begin to 
put out their second and third set of leaves. 
AIRING. 
Having done every part of the work thus far 
perfectly, all may he lost in an hour’s time if 
the sa-hes are left off when they should he on, 
or closed too closely when they should he 
opened. 
The plants must have plenty of fresh 
air. and it must he tempered by opening and 
closing the sashes just enough and just at the 
right time. 
It is useless to attempt a hotbed 
unless some oue can be on the ground ail the 
time and keep it in mind. 
During cold nights 
it must be shut as tightly as possible, a cover­ 
ing of mats or shutters or both being often 
required. 
In the morning these should be 
gradually removed as the sun gets up, and 
as the day grows warmer the sashes should 
tie opened a little, and, if need be. removed 
during the middle of the day. 
Unless the 
plants are hardened by plenty of fresh cool 
air, they will be worthless for setting in the 
garden.’ There is always a tendency among 
hotbed plants to run up tall and weak. 
To 
offset this, it is a good plan not only to give all 
the fresh air practicable, but to take the plants 
up and reset them in cooler beds, setting them 
far 
enough 
«uparr 
so 
as 
to give room 
for a healthy development. 
Ju st as soon as 
the 
weather 
will 
permit, 
the 
sashes 
should be left off entirely, so the plants will 
be perfectly hardy to withstand their final 
transplanting into the open ground. 
A well 
grown hotbed is short and stout above ground, 
with a heavy mass of fibrous roots below. 
A 
plant that has not been taken up and reset 
before being < ffered for sale for setting in the 
open ground is not worth half-price. 
The best 
plants are those which have been reset two or 
three times. Atter the beds have been emptied 
of their plants, the frames should he taken up 
and packed away where they will keep from 
rotting. 
The sashes should receive an occa­ 
sional coat of paint, and broken glass should lie 
replaced by new. In market gardens the same 
beds are sometimes used for several successive 
crons, two or more in spring and another in the 
fall. 
In such cases the frames may remain so 
lo n g as the wood keeps sound. 
A coating of 
coal tar applied to the woodwork will increase 
its durability. 
Every fainter who has some 
member in his family w ho will take the respon­ 
sibility of tending a hotbed during the six or 
eight weeks bet ween early spring aud settled 
warm weather, may have an abundance of 
early plants to set in his garden, and, if so 
disposed, may reap a considerable harvest from 
the sale of plants grown ut a time when the 
regular farm work is seldom pressing.—[New 
England Farmer.

Chicken* fo r P ro fit— E a rly S p rin t Chirk*. 
The demand for eggs and dressed fowls 
is on the increase, arid the wide-awake farm er 
should not let any avenue to make the farm 
profitable escape him. 
The old way of keep­ 
ing anywhere from twenty-five to a hundred 
fowls over winter, letting them roost in the 
trees aud pick up their living w here they may, 
is not economy, but a miserable piece of shift­ 
lessness. 
A hen-house can be built to ^ c o m ­ 
modate fifty heus ana four cocks foi a small 
sum of money. My own is a lean-to against the 
south side of the baru, fourteen feet long, six 
in width, and live feet high on the lower side. 
I t is made of pine lumber, cracks fastened, 
aud felting paper tacked on the inside, 
Half 
the front 
is 
of glass, to let in the sun­ 
shine. 
The roosts occupy half the inside; 
the other half 
is 
always 
well 
supplied 
with 
dty ashes 
and 
dust. 
A little door 
a 
foot 
square 
opens 
into 
the 
baru 
and carriage shed, so ou snowy days they can 
take exercise in the barn without going out­ 
doors 
I he nests ure all w ell arranged inside 
of the barn in kegs and boxes, and I have no 
trouble with hens stealing their nests. 
My 
house stands up a foot from the ground, and 
has a two-inch oak door, so that when the 
doors are closed it is absolutely rat and weasel- 
proof, and there is no chance for “ varm ints” 
to harbor underneath. I keep an old-fashioned 
iron “spider” full of water, for the chickens to 
drink, and carry it out warm when the weather 
i* 
cold. 
i 
feed mostly 
outside 
of the 
chicken house, and find no trouble to get my 
chickens to co rn eo us but m uch depends on 
the breed. 
I raise only the Plym outh Rock, 
and believe them to be the hest for general 
purposes. 
They are usually harav and free 
from disease, feather early, have fine, yellow 
legs and skin, aud know how to lake care of 
themselves. 
They are great grass feeders, 
and also devour Irish potatoes with great 
relish. 


AU EGG-PBODCCER8 THEY ARE NEXT TO THE 
LEGHORNS, 
aud are second to none iu appearance when 
properly dressed for market. 
During the sum­ 
mer they require but little care in regard to 
teed, but during winter, especially when the 
ground is covered w ith snow, they should be 
fed lightly With grail) once a day; also give 
them bran, wet with milk, and all ibe Irish 
potato peeling* and scraps from the table, 
liaise a lot of cayenne pepper, dry and chop 
tine in a bowl, and occasionally stir a spoonful 
of this into their feed. 
Have a load of gravel 
hauled and put around the outside doors, and 
your chickens will thrive and grind their ow n 
meal without any assistance. 
Broom corn aud 
sorghum seed ana loose cabbage heads should 
be fed occasionally if the ground is covered 
with snow for any length of time. 
I have 
found “condition powder” a sure cure for 
cholera. This disease is apt to appear soon after 
wheat harvest, arid comes from eating too 
much 
whole grain. 
There 
may 
be other 
types 
of 
this 
disease, hut it 
is 
all the 
kind I have ever had 
to 
contend with. 
H ens should not be kept over two years old, 
and it is hotter to change cocks every year 
Introduce new blood to keep the Block vigor­ 
ous. 
Early in March, if tho weather is at all 
favorable, set a few ken3 on the roundest eggs, 
for they are more apt to produce pullets, and 
. bo get early pullets that- vU l lay during the 


fall. These egg* can lie put in a cool place, 
and even in the country towns will bring 
twenty-five cents a dozen'a t Thanksgiving. 
Your early chickens will par for themselves 
before winter, and all they produce after that 
is ch ar profit. 
The cave of the poultry should 
lie given to one individual, and their needs 
sh, ti I ti he supplied as regularly as the cows’ 
amt horses’, 
I»t the farmer teach his chil­ 
dren care and hilliness habits by giving the 
poultry into their care, requiring an accurate 
account of all expenditures, and letting them 
share in the profits. 
It will make them love 
the farm, and is a source of satisfaction as well 
as profit. 
E«r1y Spring Chick*. 
In breeding poultry, no matter 
whether 
they are the high-priced thoroughbred stock 
or not, the main idea with all is usually one of 
profit, ^ i d the proper way to commence as well 
as to carry it out, is to try to make a fair profit, 
even if all the surplus stock is sold in the 
open m arket at ordinary fowl-ineat prices, and 
not at the usual advanced prices obtained for 
tine, pure-bred stock. 
Where this is done, 
there is rarely, if ever, any reasonable cause 
for dissatisfaction. 
Where a person has the 
conveniences, 
there is no way in which as 
much profit can he made from poultry as 
breeding extra early 
spring chicks, those 
which are ready to market with early aspara­ 
gus. and weigh from two to four pounds 
tier pair or more. 
There is always a large 
demand for these young “ broilers,” and at 
prices which are not’nierely entirely satisfac­ 
tory to the breeder, hut astonishing to those 
who are new to the business. 
As they are 
marketed when about three months old they 
have cost but little for food, and pay double 
and treble the profit they would if kept until 
fall and then sold in the market at a dollar 
apiece, which price is much above the aver­ 
age 
Aside from this, the loss from accidents 
and sickness, which 
is 
no inconsiderable 
item, between the ages of three mouths and 
eight or nine months, is avoided. 
A special 
house 
or 
room is to be devoted to the 
use 
of 
tile young 
chicks, 
and 
m ust 
he 
artificially 
heatod, 
the 
temperature 
being 
kept comfortably warm. 
The utmost care 
and attention should be paid to cleanliness, 
while the feeding must be regular and fre­ 
quent. 
The setting liens do not require a 
warm room, but the yonng chicks do, as soon 
as ready to De taken from under tile hen. 
The door of the house should be kept covered 
with fine, dry sand, and tho heat in the house 
may come from a coal stove, which maintains 
a more equable heat and is less dangerous 
than a wood fire. 
The hest food for the 
young chicks at first is stale breadcrumbs, 
moistened (not wet) in fresh, sweet milk. 
No water should he given until the birds are 
at least two or three weeks old. 
Until the 
chicks become fully feathered, hut little corn­ 
meal should be fed, and that well cooked, the 
main dependence being placed on stale bread 
and fresh milk, “ Uottage cheese,” cracked 
wheat, rice, oaten grits, etc., which are most 
excellent, 
and 
not 
so 
heating 
as corn­ 
meal.—[Agriculturist. 


P I G R A I H I X O . 


T r e a tm e n t o f Y o u n g I*ig* a n d T h e ir Dam*. 
W e will suppose that the farmer has a litter 
of good, healthy pigs of good stock, one day 
old. 
H e congratulates himself that, having 
escaped the dangers which are so thick at the 
critical period pf farrowing, he will*have no 
further trouble. 
The pigs are lively aud well 
developed: the mother shows no disposition to 
eat them, and is careful not to overlie them. 
There are still two dangers right before the 
pig raiser into which he may ignorantly run— 
but which may be easily avoided—which nave 
caused the death of pigs by the milliou. 
The 
first is ovor-feeding the sow with rich, lieat- 
producing feed. 
I think there is no oue cause 
th at has occasioned so much less as this. Make 
it an invariable rule to feed sparingly of 
corn for the first week. 
A failure 
to pay 
close attention to the m atter of diet at this 
time will often result in fever, which dries up 
the milk, the insufficiency of which actually 
starves the pigs to death. 
W hen the result is 
not so bad as tiiis, the sow loses appetite, runs 
down rapidly in Hest), and although the pigs 
live they do not thrive, and before weaning the 
mother is a skeleton. 
For the first week feed 
liouse-slops and bran, with but one ear of 
corn at a feed, and then increase gradually, 
and by the end of the second week you can 
feed as heavily as vou please. 
The second 
danger to young pigs is that they become 
diseased for want of exercise, 
l f tho sow is 
kept in a close pen aud proves to be it good 
suckler, it is often the case that in two or 
ttiree weeks the pigs got so fat as to die. 
Many a farmer with a valuable litter of pigs 
shut up in a close pen has seen them die one 
after the other until the litter disappeared, and 
yet lie had uo idea what was tfie matter. 
Lay 
it down, then, as a second rule in pig rais­ 
ing, that 
“ YOUNG PICB MUST HAVE EXF.RCI8E.” 
Still another important ti ing is a clean bed. 
If allowed to sleep in dust they are likely to 
die of turnups, and if in a wet place or a ma­ 
nure pile, they become mangy, or contract 
colds and die. 
But we will suppose that the 
farmer is wise enough to guard against the 
dangers I have spoken of, and has brought the 
liner safely to the age of four weeks, with the 
mother in good condition and having a good 
appetite. It is now time to begin to prepare the 
pigs for weaning. 
Make a pen near where you 
teed the sow’, and arrange it so that the pigs 
can go in and out at pleasure, hut let it not he 
accessible to the sow, and begin feeding with 
milk and soaked corn. 
The quantity m ust be 
very small at first, aud only what they will 
eat cleam 
Increase gradually, and by the 
time they are eight weeks old they will be ear­ 
ing enough so. that they eau be weaned with­ 
out checking their growth, 
lf, as is often the 
case, there are iu the litter two or three pigs 
that are riot quite up to the average, it will be 
good, botli for them aud tile sows, to let them 
run with the mother a week or two longer 
than ti e reniaipder of tho litter. 
F or four 
m onth' after weaning feed liberally. 
No mat­ 
ter whether your pigs are to be kept for breed­ 
ers, fattened the first tall, or wintered over to 
he pastured the next summer aud fed the sec­ 
ond autumn, the treatment should be the 
game. D o n u t aim to make them fat, but get 
a.l the development of hone and muscle you 
can. 
The food should not be corn exclusively, 
for we want more of tile flesh-formers, and 
they should have the run of pasture and bo 
fed on b an slop with lite corn. 
Exercise, a 
vaiied diet, with cart bulky food and not too 
much corn, will give a profitable bog.—[Rural 
New Yorker.

T U E D A I R Y . 


Swia* I 'h r s s e . 
The manufacture of Swiss cheese in "Wis­ 
consin plays an im portant part in the dairy 
industry of that State. 
Iu fact it occupies 
in some favorable 
localities 
the foremost 
position. 
A m ong varieties which are special­ 
ties in other countries and have been trans­ 
planted to this country it deserves a high 
place. 
Its fine creamy flavor aud splendid 
keeping Qualities have assured good prices 
and encouraged its manufacture. 
The quan­ 
tity made will no doubt be increased as 
the methods necessary to make a prime arti­ 
cle become more generally known. 
A t the 
last annual 
meeting 
of "Wisconsin dairy­ 
men, Hon. John Luchsinger presented many 
practical facts and suggestions in relation 
to this product, the more important part of 
which doubtless will be of service to some of 
our readers: Swiss cheese is peculiarly a pro­ 
duct of conditions aud location. 
In Switzer­ 
land economy in all matters is a condition of 
existence, owing to the poverty of tile country 
from an agricultural point of view. 
There 
cheese is mostly made in rude huts built on 
or close to the high rocky pastures on the 
mountains, which are, for the most, part, inac­ 
cessible for teams, and are not inhabitable for 
seven months in the year. 
The cows are 
driven there in the spring and remaiu with the 
herdsmen, milkers and cheese-makers until the 
early snow compels them to leave for the val­ 
leys. 
The supplies of food aud other neces­ 
saries are brought on narrow paths ou the backs 
ot horses, or ottener on those of men; the 
product of the dairy is taken away in the same 
manlier. 
The utensils required’ for making 
the cheese 
ARE FEW ANI) INEXPENSIVE; 
a large copper kettle, some wooden hoops, a 
stout table, aud a most primitive press, con­ 
sisting of a long beam of wood with a weight 
of stone at the outer end, comprise nearly ihe 
w hole outfit. 
The points iii the m aking which 
distinguish it are briefly as follows: 1st—The 
milk is put into a circular copper kettle instead 
of a vat, the kettle being hung on a crane over 
a fireplace. 
2d—After coagulation, which is 
allowed at the usual temperature, the curd is 
not smoothly cut into squares, but is rather 
J, toro apart with a wooden implement, usually 


a stick, 
w ith 
pro n g s 
in serted 
crossw ise. 
H(1—The w hey is d raw n off, b u t 
a lte r th e 
requisite scalding from 120° to 140° Fahren­ 
heit, the curd is allowed toSettle at tho bottom 
of tim kettle, forming a ' compact tuns-, which 
is lifted out ns a whole with a sort ot net, and 
the hoop, which is opeu, is placed around it 
and 
then drawn together uuttl sufficient. 
4th.—The curd is not salted until tho cheese 
has left the press, when salt Is rubbed on the 
onside aud renewed daily as it is absorbed, 
until the cheese i sufficiently salted, which is 
in abjut four weeks. 
The Swiss emigrants 
who came to Wisconsin in 184.r>, anil settled 
in Green and W innebago iou Utica,, commenced 
making cheese soon after they were located, 
first in a small way merely for their own use. 
Owing to the herbage, 
climate 
or 
other 
causes, 
THE QUALITY-WAS OFTEN POOR 
and at best very uneven, I hero being often as 
many flavors as (here were cheeses. 
After 
many experiments, and in many instances 
much loss from spoiling, 
many times has 
cheese, that to all appearance had been prop­ 
erly made, been found after a few days of sul­ 
try weather bloating and spreading until it 
overhung the broad shelves in festoons, to the 
loss and disgust of the owner and despair of 
the maker, a ftiir article was made which found 
ready sale at good prices. 
Encouraged by this 
partial success, and finding by experience that 
the treatment of tho milk and care of cheese 
m ust bo varied to correspond with tile frequent 
and sudden changes of the weather iu this 
country, the production has steadily increased 
and the quality become be: or and nioro uni­ 
form, until at present it will compare favorably 
in appearance, in flavor and keeping quality 
with the imported article, and is often sold 
as imported after reaching dealers’ hands. 
There are authentic cases of cheese being 
shipped from New York and from thence sold 
to Chicago dealers as imported, 
at coire- 
#ponding prices. 
Under certain conditions 
it is for Hie skilled maker tho most t rofita- 
hle cheese that can be made. 
One of these 
conditions, and the mo,st 
important after 
good cows, pasture, pure water and proper 
manufacture, is the art of utilizing the whey 
for bnttev-makiug after the cheese is made. 
The whey is heated to boiling and then put 
Into shallow vats and left for twelve hours, 
the cream which has risen is takeu off and 
churned, and makes with careful 
manage­ 
m ent an excellent butter for cooking and 
pastry, being much preferred to lard by those 
who Lave used it. 
In cool weather 
A REALLY FINE ARTICLE IS MADE, 
which sells for nearly as much as good dairy 
butter. 
After the cream has been taken trouty 
the whey it is again heated, and a sufficient” 
quantity of acid whey added, when a second 
coagulation takes place and the curd is depos­ 
ited, leaving tile whey almost as clear as 
water. 
Tile curd is used for food to a great 
extent among the poorer classes. 
One would 
suppose that the milk had now served its ut­ 
most good, hut in many dairies the whey is 
fermented aud a very good quality of vine­ 
gar is obtained. 
The last two processes are as 
yet hut seldom practiced in Wisconsin, but 
wliey butter is made by most Swiss cheese 
makers. 
It is plain, however, that Swiss 
cheese of good quality can never he made on 
so large a scale as to overstock the market. 
1— Recauso, 
while a fair 
article 
can 
lie 
made on any good dry lands with skilful 
D -atment, the be^t results are only attuiii- 
ab.e on soil and tinder conditions which most 
resemble its n a.ive home. 
Tho limestone 
hills of portions of Wisconsin and other North­ 
western States have proven most favorable for 
the production of a tirst-class article. 
On low 
lands failures are almost invariably the rule. 
2 —Because the process of manufacture, as is 
evident from the description of tho inode em­ 
ployed, cannot be varied to work on a large 
scale unless at great expense and at Ute risk of 
injuring the flavor of other characteristics. 
Id—While it is true that the price is uniformly 
higher per pound, it is also true that less 
pounds are made from a given quantity of 
milk, it requiring 12 to 14 pounds to make one 
of Swiss cheese, while Limbereer cheese takes 
only 8 to 9 and standard 9 to J I. 
The risk of 
cheese not being uniform in quality is also 
greater, as until properly cured it is verv sus­ 
ceptible to changes iii weather, especially iii 
warm weather. 
Many makers have nut Hie 
patience nor skill to properly make the aux­ 
iliary product of whey butter, which, where a 
large quantity of milk is worked up, is an 
item of importance, am ounting often to the 
wages of the help employed. 
X"ute*"iu G eneral. 
Abortion among cows may be caused by 
rough usage, by the booking of other cattle, 
by drinking filmy water, or water excessively 
cold, by the had odors of slaughter-houses, or 
by ergoted hay, and sometimes it is epizootic 
’or contagious. 
To prevent accidents from the 
causes first named requires nothing but gentle 
treatment, quint company, good water and 
feed, and a good, wholesome location. 
Wheu 
the accident occurs to one cow of a herd it is 
necessary to separate, promptly, the sick from 
the well, aud to disinfect the yard or stable 
which the sick one has occupied by sprinkling 
about w ater, to which carbolic ae d has been 
added, until tile odor of the acid is plainly 
perceptible. 
W hen abortion is epizootic. in 
addition to other precautions, vaginal injec­ 
tions of warm water and carbolic acid have 
been used with benefit 
To prevent abortion 
from a fall or other injury, oho otir.ee of laud­ 
anum may be given in a pint of water, and 
repeated in three or four hours if the animal 
does not become quiet. 
W arm water is an excellent thing for cows 
giving milk; I think it is as good as t w i o r 
three quarts of meal a day; but if you mix 
meal and shorts with it cows must be allow­ 
anced, us they will drink too much—enough to 
dituiui-h tile flow of milk. 
The quantity will 
vary with the character of feed and the cow. 
A little good judgm ent is a nice thing here, as 
everywhere else. 


T O B A C C O c u l t u r e , 


B rig h t Oracle* A r e P la n ted E a rly and D a r k 
O rude* L ute. 
There are two modes of raising tobacco 
plants, one or tho other of which has preference 
according to locality—sowing the seed in hot­ 
bed or cold-frame, practised north of 40° lati­ 
tude, and sow ing the seed in open-air beds, 
practised south of that line. W h eu practicable 
the preference should be giveu to the open-air 
beds. 
These are not only tho cheapest, but 
the plants raised in the open air stand trans­ 
planting better than those from hotbed or cold- 
t'rarne. 
The first consideration to give to seed­ 
beds concerns their location. 
A southern or 
southeastern exposure, protected by woods or 
buildings on the north, is advised, with a rich, 
friable virgin loam when practicable. 
A 
favorite preparation of beds for the reception 
of tobacco seed consists in burning over the 
plot until the soil presents a reddish brick-like 
appearance. 
W hen it is broken up a dressing 
of manure is applied and the beds m arked off 
to receive Hie seed. 
A ny mode of burning the 
plot will suffice, provided it is effectually done. 
Robert L. Ragland, the well-ktiovvn Virginia 
planter, advises 
that poles from two to four 
inches in diameter be placed down on the plot 
three and a half to four feet apart over the 
entire surface to be burned. Then place brush 
thickly over the plot, and weigh down with 
wood, over which throw leaves, trash or other 
combustible material, and set tim whole on 
fire and burn at oue operation. Never.attempt. 
to burn over a 
plot when the ground is 
wet. 
A general rule in seeding beds is one 
tablespoon I til of seed to every fifty square 
rods, 
sowing 
both 
ways 
to 
ensure regu­ 
larity. 
Tile seed should be mixed thoroughly 
witb’sifted ashes, plaster or other fertilizers 
previous to sowing. As tobacco seed is exceeds 
ingiy small, it requires a light covering. Some 
planters after seeding roil the beds with a 
hand-mller; others plane a hoard on one end 
of the bed, walk on it to press the earth to tho 
seed, move it over, aud repeat this until the 
entire bed bas been pressed 
MR. HAGLAND ADVISES 
when the seed is sown previous to February 
2 0 to firm the surface of the bed by treading 
over it closely, but if sown later, to sweep 
lightly over with a brush or light rake. 
The 
season for burning teds and seeding them ex­ 
tends, according to locality, from December 
to March. 
At whatever time the burning is 
done the ashes m ust not be removed, hut in­ 
corporated in the soil. 
A strong argument in 
favor of burning tobacco beds is thut the fire 
destroys all seeds of grass arni weeds and ren­ 
ders clean 'culture a comparatively easy matter. 
Where unburned beds are employed, a moist, 
rich plot of ground is selected, broken up and 
heavily manured. 
These beds, old planters 
affirm, rarely grow thrifty plants if the season 
chances to be a dry one, nor do they “ repeat” 
well after the first drawing, like burned beds. 
The time tor sowing seed varies, of course, 
with the latitude and the season, beds being 
sown any time between tile 1st of J a n u a ry 
and the middle of M ardi. 
Bright crudes are 
planted early and very dark trades late. 
An 
open air seedbed is protected from frosts aud 
winds by a covering of fine brush or straw free 
from grkiD, 
lf the weather is dry wheu the 


plants begin to sprout the p lan ts may he 
watered with good effect, in fact it w ill prove 
honeficial if the Burlace of the beds is kept 
moist. 
A s soon as the young plants begin to 
appear above ground it is advised to resow with 
about half the quantity of seed originally 
used, as a measure of precaution. 
The seed 
so wn last will he undergoing th e process of 
germination, which, with the tobacco seed, is 
slow, and should the plants from the first seed 
lie killed bv severe weather or be eaten up by 
the fly others will be in readiness to supply 
their places.—[The World. 
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A r * N o t t h / S e e d — A N e w D e p a r t u r e . 
W e have so littlo positive knowledge in 
regard to the quality and quantity of potatoes 
that it is hest to plant, that there is a great 
variety of opinions as to the size of the pota­ 
toes, the number of pieces to the hill, and 
which end of the potato it is hest to plant. 
Many entirely overlook that %o potatoes are 
not the seed, but simply a root or tuber. 
This 
fact lost sight of, mauy base their theories 
upon false premises, and draw conclusions 
that are of little vulue. 
If the potato was the 
true seed there would be but little doubt that 
by planting the largest and best specimens it 
would result in the improvement of 
the 
quality of 
the product. 
But as they are 
not the true seed, are not a new life secured 
through the principle of reproduction, but 
simply 
continuation of the old life secured 
by a continuation of vegetable growth, there 
is but little more certainty of getting large 
potatoes by planting largo ones for seed titan 
tliere would of getting largo apples by setting 
large scions. 
If we seep continually in mind 
tho fact that we are continuing the same life 
bv planting tile tuber which always reproduces 
the same variety, we shall he better able to 
settle the question ap to what it is best to 
plant. 
We chuff begin to realize th at health 
iii a tuber is of more consequence than size. 
Observation teaches us that the potato which 
will send up the largest and most vigorous 
stalk is the best, whether it he a whole potato, 
small or large, or it he cut from the seed end 
or .he large end. 
Careful experiments have 
taught that the larger the piece of potato to 
each eye, the more vigorous and 
THE LARGER WILL BE THE STALK, 
when it first appears above ground; but ex­ 
periments also teach that a very liberal appli­ 
cation of manure, and high culture, will over­ 
come the disadvantages caused by a verv small 
amount of potato to each eye. 
From this it is 
fair to conclude that the vigor of the stalk of a* 
large piece of potato is not caused by any 
difference in the seed, except the quantity and 
and the health of the potato planted, and that 
tile potato itself imparts nourishment to the 
young sprout more readily than the fertilizers 
applied to the soil. 
If tho soil he very rich, 
the little roots that grow from the sprouts will 
soon gather up the fertilizers from the soil in 
sufficient, quantities to push the stalk into 
vigorous growth, independent of any nourish­ 
ment of the potato: but if t tie land be poor, the 
little roots will be able to draw from tile soil 
hut very little at first, aud so must depend 
upon the potato for support, until the roots 
have grown’ and scattered over the ground 
sufficient to draw nourishment from a large 
surface. 
Thus it will be seen that while light 
seeding may do for very rich soil, it will not 
do for very poor. 
But in planting large j ota- 
toes, or large pieces of potatoes, we encounter 
a serious difficulty, which is a large Dumber of 
eyes, and thus a multitude of stalks with only 
a small am ount of potato to each. 
To avoid 
this, all but one or two eyes may he cutout. 
This takes lime, and raises the question, 
DOES IT TAY? 
Another method may be resorted to, which is 
to thin out the small stalks after they come 
up. 
This also requires time, and very few 
persons practice either, except for experiments. 
A whole potato planted will send up a sprout 
iu less time than one that is cut; therefore, if 
a crop of early potatoes is desired, it is the 
best policy to plant whole potatoes instead of 
cut. 
The following experiments were tried 
the past season; The first was to ascertain 
w hich end of the potato would secure the best 
results. 
A piece was first cut off the seed end 
of the potato, tlieu a piece, as nearly as possi­ 
ble, of the same size cut from the opposite end. 
A ll but two eves were cut from each piece Two 
pieces ftere dropped in each hill, 
T hat there 
might he no possible difference in tire soil or 
culture, i he pieces cut from the seed end 
were planted in alternate hills, with those cut 
from the other end. 
The result at harvesting 
was as follows: Whole amount from the seed 
cut from the large end of the potato, 21 
pounds, of whioh 13% pounds were large and 
014 pounds 
were small potatoes. 
Whole 
am ount from seed cut from the seed end, 27 
pounds, of which 21% pounds were large, and 


9 1 4 Pounds were small potatoes. 
The tops of 
the potatoes that came from the seed end 
looked the best throughout tho season, and 
were earlier than tho others, hut tho potatoes 
were not as smooth, the worms having eaten 
them more, and quite a num ber of good-sized 
potatoes were rotten, which were not included 
in the above weight. 
Had it not been for the 
worms and the rot the weight would probatd.y 
have exceeded 30 pounds. 
Tile reason why 
the potatoes from the seed cut from the large 
end did not receive any injury from the rot or 
the worms was undoubtedly because they were 
later. 
The second experiment was to ascer­ 
tain 
WHICH IS REST FCfR BEED, 
small whole potatoes or large cut. 
The small 
potatoes selected were about oue inch 
in 
diameter, and the large ones would weigh 
about three-fourths of a pound each. 
The 
pieces were cut to a size to correspond in 
weight to the small whole potatoes, and only 
two eyes in each piece or whole potato were 
lett to grow, the others being cut out. 
The 
whole potatoes were planted iii alternate hills 
with the cut 
The result at harvesting was as 
follows: 
Whole 
am ouut 
from 
large cut 
potatoes, 35 pound.-, 
if which 26% Pounds 
were large and 8% small potatoes. 
Whole 
am ount from small whole potatoes, 4 0 Hounds, 
of which 27 pounds were large aud 13 small 
potatoes. 
The tops of the potatoes from the 
small whole potatoes looked the best during the 
entire seasou, but tho potatoes, like those that 
grew from the seed eud, were eaten by the 
worms 
Quite a number of large-sized po­ 
tatoes were so badly eaten that they were put 
in with the small ones. 
Several pounds of 
large potatoes were 
also rotten, and 
not 
weighed. 
These losses account for tile large 
proportion of small potatoes, aud the reason 
of the loss mat be attributed to the fact that 
they were aw eek iii advance of the others 
when the roots formed. 
The first experiment 
given above was tried in 1880, with nearly 
the same result as to Ute amount, hut the 
quality of tho potatoes, from the seed end, was 
• qual to the others; in fact better, if size is to 
be considered. 
The same experiments will be 
continued, and the product from the small 
whole potatoes this year will be kept to fur- 
nish the small whole pototoes for seed next 
year, and so with the large cut, seed eud, 
etc.—[The Ploughman. 
A N e w D ep a rtu re Iu P o t a t o Culture. 
It is a valuable discovery, aud one of com­ 
paratively recent date, namely, th at young, 
half-grown, im m ature seed is the proper seed 
to plaut in order to secure the laigest yield of 
large, smooth, well-shaped, fine-flavored pota­ 
toes. 
The secret of the superiority of young, 
immature tubers for seed is exulalued by the 
fact that they have the nower to produce but 
one sprout, w bethertbe whole potato is planted 
or is oulv cut to one eye, whether the seed be 
large potatoes or email ones. 
This is. in brief, 
the theoretical aspect of the uew discovery, 
first made known to the public last year. 
In

in the latest Departm ent of Agriculture re­ 
port— that of 1880—Mr. C. IV. Callender of 
I len.iersonville. 
Teun., bas communicated 
some valuable facts in regard to the Tennessee 
“secoud-crop totatoes,” aud the “second-crop” 
mettiod of culture. Newly cleared, fresh land 
is broken, well harrowed, aud marked off iu 
cheek's thirty inches each way, wherein are 
dropped two eyes. 
Time, from che 1st to the 
20th of March’. Depth of covering, three inches. 
As soon as the shoots appear, two light fur­ 
rows are thrown upon them in order to protect 
them from early fro-ts. 
In a few days tilts 
covering is swept off with a harrow. 
When 
tho plants are f r« n four to six inches high, 
cross ploughing is done, throwing the soil to 
the plants. 
This completes the cultivation, 
with the exception of pulling any large weeds 
that appear. 
As soon as the hills average

of suitable size fur shipping—which is usually 
about the 1st of J u n e —for eating purposes the 
crop is dug and the small ones reserved for 
seed, the best being shipped north to Cincin­ 
nati, St. Louis, Chicago aud other Northern 
markets. 
The usual prices per barrel vary 
fr <*111 5*4 25 to $2 50. 
In Ju ly another piece 
of fresh laud is prepared aud planted as before, 


with the exception that double the quantity of 
seed is necessary on account of rotting or 
failure to grow, and it is covered twice as 
deeply in order to ensure enough moisture to 
cause tim plants lo grow. 
The seed should be 
planted as soon as cut. As soon as the potatoes 
beeiu to 
sprout, which is ascertained bv 
digging into tho 
Midges, "the harrow 
is 
used. 
As soon-as weeds then appear 
be- 
betwoen the ridges tho crop is ploughed; and a 
second ploughing, which is giveu when the 
plants are a few inches in height, is all the 
after cultivation that is needed. 
Henderson­ 
ville is hut a short distance uorth of Nash­ 
ville, aud is situated in Sumner county, in 
which large quantities of Irish potatoes and 
oats are grown. 
This county ranks second in 
the State in tho production of these important 
crops. 
Mr. C. is of the opinion that tho local­ 
ity in w hich he resides, and in which there is 
ar average of 189 days between the killing 
frosts of spring and those of autumn, is the 
most de-irahle of any for the production of the 
“ second-crop” potatoes. 
H e says th at “south 
of Tennessee the fall is too hot for double 
c^ops; north of us all the frosts are too early.” 
If is likely that “secoud-crop” potato raising 
will become an im portant branch of farming. 
—[Farm aud Fireside. 
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H ee* In M a r c h . 
In the southern part of the country, in fact, 
well up into Ohio, Indiana, etc., 
bees will 
have commenced work in earnest by the 1st of 
March. 
Until they can commence to gather 
pollen, their flight, tor the most part, does 
only harm, and should be restrained as far as 
possible, without irritating them. 
Thus bees 
in the cellar should be kept there, and those 
out-doors may often he kept in the hives by 
shading the entrance. 
This is no small ad­ 
vantage, especially during tho raw, windy 
days, when the only result of flight will be 
evil, as the bees can gather nothing, and many 
that venture out will be borne far away by 
the wind, 
aud 
be unable 
to return 
to 
the hive. 
In localities north of central Ohio 
bees will commence to store pollen about 
the 1st of April and up to the 10th. 
As soon 
as the bees can find pollen they m aybe carried 
nut of the cellar, and by feeding a little every 
day to each colony, we may hasten on the 
brood-rearing, which is now tile important 
work. 
As the bees commence to brood they 
will consume a great deal of honey, and wa 
must take care that they do not fall short of 
stores. 
Manv times they will have enough 
honey in the hive* to carry them through the 
cold part of the winter, when, if properly 
oared for. they eat very little, hut not enough 
to last through the early spring. 
Feeding a 
little each day. of honey or sugar syrup, will 
prevent starvation, and further than this it 
will ensure more rapid brood-rearing, and con­ 
sequently greater returns, during the coming 
season. In w’inter, under the most favorable con­ 
ditions, many of the old bees will die and fall 
to the bottom of the hive. All dead ones should 
be brushed away on the first warm day of 
spring, when the Dees are permitted to fly. 
If 
movable bottom boards are used we have only 
to raise the hive and brush the bees aside, 
lf 
the hottom board is nailed fast the frames and 
bees should be transferred to a clean hive, 
lit 
removing hives from the cellar or winter 
house let each colony be placed just where it 
was the previous season. 
Otherwise, some 
bees may fail to return to the hive after they 
fly out, and be lost. 
Iii spring some colonies 
may be very weak, with only enough bees to 
cover one or two frames. 
In such cases crowd, 
by means of a division board, all the bees on 
one or two combs, anil cover warmly. 
A dd 
more frames as they increase. 
By tins prac­ 
tice the writer, in many years’ experience, 
never lost a single colony bv “spring d w indl­ 
ing.” 
The above caution is very important. 
We ought not to expect that a mere handful 
of bees should he required to keep a whole 
hive warm.—[Agriculturist. 
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G eneral Note*. 
Russia is the only country in which the sun­ 
flower is grown to any extent, and there the 
oil obtained from the seeds is the chief consid­ 
eration. 
I t is said th at the crop is about fifty 
bushels of seeds to the acre. 
F rench writers 
on oil-producing crops do not advise the cul­ 
ture of the sunflower, because it requires a 
very rich soil, and the birds take a large share 
of the seeds; besides these the yield is small— 
about 16 per cent.—of an oil of inferior qual­ 
ity. 
W e know of no dem and for the seeds for 
the seeds for pressing in this country, and if 
raised they m ust be utilized upon the farm, 
They are regarded as a valuable food for poul­ 
try, aud have been given to horses as a stimu­ 
lant and appetizer. If any of our readers Intvo 
tried the sunflower as a farm crop, we shall he 
glad to have their experience. 
As to the use 
of the stalks for burning, we think that better 
fuel may be used more cheaply. 
But few 
plants draw so heavily upon the soil for potash 
us the sunflower, and unless the land is rich 
the crop of stalks will not be large. 
The 
Ailanthus tree would be better fuel, and when 
the trees ’.ere once established they could he 
cut ove; every year; Dew shoots springing from 
the raots would give an an n ual crop of most 
excellent fuel. 
As the value of a crop of dandelions depends 
almost entirely on its earliness when raised for 
m arket it is important to select a warm loca­ 
tion. aud to force an early growth with a very 
liberal dressing of manure, very rich in nitro­ 
gen; fifteen cords of good stable manure to the 
acre is not too much; the land should be in 
good condition by previous manuring. 
To get 
the roots well grown in the autum n some sow 
early in June, while others wait until Ju ly 
aud sow land from which has been taken an 
early crop of vegetables. 
Sow in rows from 
tw7o to three and a half feet apart, according as 
one lias land lo spare, and to conform to his 
methods of cultivation: if with a horse the 
greatest distance is not too much. 
The plants 
should he thinned so as to leave a space wide 
enough to give room for a good-sized top, hut 
Hie distance in the row will depend somewhat 
on the distance the rows are apart—the uearer 
the rows are to each other the wider must lie 
the space iii the row. 
Unless the pluuts get 
well established in the fall they will not come 
forward in the spring iii time to be of any 
value for market. 
W ith a little bottom heat 
and a covering of glass it requires hut little 
effort to grow good dandelions aud have them 
good size by the first of March, but to grow 
them iu tho opeu air aud get them large 
enough for m arket when prices ore high re­ 
quires a favorable location and a thorough, 
practical knowledge of the business. 
W hen las 1 berries are to he growu ou poor, 
sandy land, the hest mode of preparation is to 
open during autum n deep furrows with two 
louses, six feet aoart; then to dig and haul 
enough muck to fill in the furrows, which will 
he thoroughly frozen before spring, aud at the 
approach of warm weather will crumble iud 
become mellow, so as to spread evenly; then 
apply a good coat of ground bone or hair ma­ 
nure along the rows, and set tho plants four 
feet apart, requiring 1800 plants per acre. 
Bone, hoof, horn, hair, or auy refuse animal 
matter, is well adapted to promote the growth 
of raspberries. 
Muck is a valuable addition 
to poor, sandy laud; it gives a better color aud 
substance to 
the soil, absorbs aud retains 
warmth arid moisture, for which both rasp­ 
berry and blackberry roots show a great par­ 
tiality by following the muck deposit aud 
making a more vigorous growth there thaii 
elsewhere. 
Such treatment prepares a good 
foundation for 
carrying 
a raspberry crop 
through a spell of dry weather without suffer­ 
ing from drought. 
Potatoes or other vege­ 
tables may be grown between the rows, the 
widest way, the first summer; after that tim 
raspberr.es will require the whole space. 
The 
cultivation is very simple. 
St r the ground 
frequently with horse and cultivator to Keep 
down grass and weeds, being careful, the fal­ 
ter part of summer, not to disturb by deep cul­ 
ture the small roots feeding near the surface. 
Fish guano is made of the bones and fiesh of 
tis Ii after the oil has been pressed out: 
W heu 
wall dried it is rich in both phosphoric acid 
and nitrogen. 
Both of these materials are 
good for the growth of the cabbage; hut we 
shnulil not rely entirely on this material, but 
should t ither add some other fertilizer riclt 
in potash. These concentrated fertilizers,wlieu 
used with stable manure, are often not on Iv 
beneficial to the crops, but are also very ]>mill­ 
able if used properly. 
To do this requires a 
knowledge of the character of the soil, the re­ 
quirements of the crops to he grown, and the 
chemical constituents of the fertilizers applied. 
Rules that might be laid down as good ones to 
grow a crop o f cabbages on one piece of land 
would he poor ones when unpited to ano her 
piece. 
To he successful in tire cultivation of 
crops requires both experience and good judg­ 
ment. 
livery farmer should gather in all the 
information possible, aud carefully weigh it, 
and decide oil its value when applied to his 
own particular farm. 
From five to teu h u n ­ 


dred of fish guano is applied to an acre- 
the quantity must depend on the wants of 
the land, and also the amount of other fertil­ 
izers applied. 
/ 
A fter many careful experiments in Europe 
aud in this country, leading agriculturists 
have arrived at the conclusion that salt applied 
directly to the lund is not beneficial to the 
growth of plants, except in rare instances, and 
th at it is very frequently injurious. 
T hirty 
years ago it was the universal practice to salt 
asparagus beds. and it was believed beneficial, 
but it is now known bv.tbe hest cultivators that it 
not only is not beneficial but a positive injury 
both to the growtli of the plants and to its 
eating qualities. 
Salt should he applied to tho 
land with caution, and in small quantities. 
A 
fanner that believes that his land requires salt 
should mark off a squnro rod, and apply oue 
quart of salt, and bv the side of it apnlv to 
another rod 
a pint and note the result; if 
either rod is better, then another year the whole 
field may receive a dressing of salt, but be­ 
cause one dressing of salt is beneficial it is no 
evidence that the second would be: therefore, 
the second dressing should be applied with as 
great caution as the first. 
The loss of vines through the ravages of the 
phylloxera is forcing the wine makers of 
France to strenuous efforts to find a substitute. 
M. A. Deleuil, a member of the Agricultural 
Society of France, insists that an acceptable 
substitute has been found in a variety of red 
beet root, which lie describes us “ unrivalled in 
the world for its incomparable qualities, which 
will iii time replace all that we have lost in the 
vine. 
Beet root produces alcohol of superior 
quality; why, then, should not its pulp, treated 
like the must of the grape, produce an equally 
luscious beverage? 
In fact, this has been 
done; the very sweet red beetroot produces by 
fermentation a wine quite as good as many of 
the soi-disaut, wines of our southern vine­ 
yards. 
I t possesses the additional advantage 
of accommodating itself to all soils, and flour­ 
ishes in most climates.” All this may lie true; 
yet we fancy that American wine users at 
least will prefer the juice of their own grapes. 
Salt is not pet haps quite as necessary to the 
health of sheep in winter as in summer, but 
still ull good shepherds regard ii as indispens­ 
able. I t should he fed as often as once a week, 
in the feeding troughs or bv brining a quan- 
ti:y of hay or straw. 
The Vermont breeders 
almost universally keep it standing constantly 
before their sheep in boxes placed in the sheep 
houses. 
Mr. Randall mentions an excellent 
and economical mode of feeding salt practiced 
by a friend of his in Steuben county. The orts 
when taken from the sheep-racks were thrown 
into a box-rack wider and considerably higher 
than the common ones, and placed under a 
shed. T h e orts were sprinkled with briue, and 
the sheep when hungry for salt went to the 
ort rack aud consumed them. 
Thus all the 
hay was saved. 
A ny person in possession of a spring produc­ 
ing a supply through the year of from one to 
IOO square inches of pure water may grow, 
with right appurtenances and requisite knowl­ 
edge and care, from 6 0 0 0 to 6 0 ,0 0 0 trout in 
one year, worth, at present prices for stocking 
ponds aud streams, 8 1 0 0 per. 1000, or 6 0 0 to 
6 0 ,0 0 0 to weigh a pound each, worth 81 per 
pound. 
The first thing necessary to trout 
culture is the construction of a pond, which 
m ust bo fed by pure spring water, and must 
he kept clear and fresh. 
It is essential to the 
preservation of the trout that tho temperature 
of the water be preserved at from 40° to 50°. 
The success attendant upon the culture of 
trout is instanced in the establishments of 
Seth Green, Livingston Stone aud other noted 
fish culturists, who realize large profits from 
this source. 
There are m any sores on cattle, which, if 
kept constantly washed clean with cold water 
aud kept free from dirt, would heal of them ­ 
selves. 
A very careful herdsman says his 
practice of curing hoof-root is to thoroughly 
cleanse the affected parts with warm water 
and soap; and then apply warm tar between 
the hoofs. 
In very bad cases there will be a 
large core to come out; remove it carefully 
with the thum b and finger, cleanse tile cavity 
as above with soap and water, and then fill ii 
with warm tar. 
Keep the parts thoroughly 
covered with tar, even if it is necessary to use a 
bandage. 
Keep the animal in a clean, dry 
pasture. 
I t is no more liable to affect the 
whole system than any other nicer. 
W hen 
once cured there is no danger of its appearing 
again unless from the same cause. 
Many experiments have been made to pre­ 
vent red rust in wheat in localities where this 
pest has appeared. 
In a paper read before a 
commission appointed bv the Royal Agricul­ 
tural aud Horticultural Society to investigate 
the subject of red rust the following sugges­ 
tions, based on results from various tests, were 
made: How only strong, healthy wheats, va­ 
rieties that will grow a strong, glossy straw, 
and use, as a stiuiulaut and pickle, salt and 
lime. 
Heed treated with salt and lime has, 
according to the paper referred to, given bel­ 
ter results than seed treated with bluestone 
and various chemical mixtures frequently em ­ 
ployed for this purpose. 
Orchard grass is adapted to warm, sandy or 
gravelly land, where it will produce large 
crops, growing very rapidly. 
If sown . very 
early in the spring, and the season is a go<>d 
one,’ it will get high enough to cut the first 
season. 
Many believe that on 
light laud 
orchard grass is a profitable variety to erow, 
but on heavy, wet soil there are other varieties 
that arc considered better. 
W hen orehard- 
grass seed is to he sown alone, forty pounds is 
a fair seeding; but if the weather be dry dur­ 
ing April, forty pounds of seed would not pro­ 
duce more plants than twenty pounds sown in 
A ugust if the weather be wet. 
The demand for tau bark in Europe is ur­ 
gent, but the price is Dot sufficient to make 
the exportation of bark in bulk profitable. 
I t is now propo-ed to grind and compress the 
bark where it is abundant, aud ship it in kegs 
or half barrels. 
For this work a steamer bas 
been built on the Ohio, to be used en the upper 
waters of the Tennessee river, along whose 
shores tan hark is plentiful aud cheap. 
The 
steamer carries special machinery for grinding 
and compressing the bark. 
Dealers in grass seeds anticipate an active 
season. 
There is considerable speculation in 
Canada iu clover seed, price* having been 
forced up as high as *6 25 per bushel for 
choice red clover seed. 
The latest quota­ 
tions from Chicago 011 grass seed are §4 95 
for clover, $2 6 0 for timothy, eighty cents for 
Hungarian, 
6 0 for Germain millet. 
The 
exports of clover seed from New York last 
week were 92 4 8 sacks, most of which went to 
H am burg aud Havre. 
Tliere is scarcely a malady to which the 
horse is subject that is not hereditary. 
Con­ 
tracted feet curb, spavin, roaring thick wind 
and blindness uotoriou-ly descend from sire or 
dam. 
Cattle, being less exposed to the ex­ 
isting causes of disease, are not subject to so 
great a variety of maladies, and those which 
which they have are less violent in character 
than in the case of Hie horse, but they are 
equally transmissible, aud should be avoided 
with the same care by the breeder. 
Farmers are often at a loss how to clean an 
old pork barrel, making it fresh and sweet. 
W e have seen the following plan recommended: 
I t is simply to fill Hie tainted cask or barrel 
with fresh earth ; let it stand a couple of days, 
when this should be emptied and more earth 
put in. 
A fter two or three days empty this 
out, and to make assurance doubly sure, invert 
the barrel aud burn under it some bits of cloth 
saturated with solutions of sulphur or brim­ 
stone. 
lf you begin pruning fruit and ornamental 
trees and shrubbery while young, aud follow 
it up each year, you can form just such a op 
as you want. 
If your tree coeds spreading out 
cut the young snoots off inst above a bud on 
the outside of a shoot; and if you want to train 
Upward leave a bud on the upper side of the 
limb where you cut it off. 
Onions fed to hens will sometimes flavor 
tire eggs, not always, but it is not safe louse 
them except iu very small quantities,

SOME BEDROOM DECORATIONS ARE CARRIED. 
It is well known how much real old lace—Greek 
and Italian principally—is used for toilet-table 
ornamentation. 
Simmer toilet covers are of a 
cross-barred linen material, with large stars of 
colored worsted or silk worked all over at inter­ 
vals. Another design is to m ark out a cross- 
barred pattern all over the material nod cover it 
with feather-stitch in 
two colored ingrained 
crochet cottons, blue and rad being most in favor. 
The blue and red Russian linen lace is used for 
edging. Both these styles are also much in vogue 
for teu-oloths and codes, occasionally a batta of 
plush is added, winch is removed when Hie cloth 
requires cleaning; and the cosy is of the same 
plush. 
Gathered plush bands are pretty tor loop­ 
ing back portiere or window curtains. 
They are 
made on stout muslin foundations, arid are nar­ 
row towards the ends. 
Both edges are gathered.

They are lined with glazed 
calico or tinted satin, and* have a vandyke val Hico 
outside, headed by a satin niche.

Dally intended for footstools or cushions, arc now 
being let into tho side or front of tile new coal 
receptacle; it can hardly be called a coal box, as 
we understand the term. 
This novelty is in the

above it on wine . k ict-.k a ks can be put. T i e j 
apparently deep drawer at tho base opens by a 
handle aud discloses the coals inside, with tho 
scoop fitted iu. Around this bassan embroidered 
valance is occasionally auaod, so 
m a t a very 
ornamental drawing-room object is the result. A 
strip of colored plush is often twisted round one 
side of a picture, resting on an easel in a room. 
Any fancy piece of effective m aterial is also ar­ 
ranged in the same way. 
SMALL M I R R O R S ARE DECORATED THI S. 
It is much tile fashion to paint a wreath or 
spray of bowers in,oil on these mirrors. A great 
many were to lie seen about Christmas time as 
novel gilts. 
Glass stands for tile dinner table, 
standing under little flower vases, aro painted in 
the same way. 
I.arce mirrors, anil also tho front 
of a cottage piano, the panels of a door and cabi­ 
net are so decorat-d. 
An original way of orna­ 
menting a wooden front ct a piano is to paint a 
long 
peacock •• eve ” feather, leaning across, 
with the stalk towards tho left corner. 
Across 
Hie stalk is painted a m iniature itand-screeu, 
witn the monogram of the owner or a spray or 
flowers. 
Small simulated hatid-scieens 
seetq 
popular 
now, 
Tor I saw some on dovleys re 
centlv, 
made 
of 
different 
colored 
satin, 
applique on, 
with a tiny spray of 
flowers 
wonted iu tile centre of each. Tile dovleys were 
tile ordinary while ones, and Hie frames and 
bandies of the fans were worked in silks.

idea was most pretty aud natural looking.

f an was in tire centre, in a slanting position. 
This is quite a novelty in doyleys, and not at all 
difficult to carry out. The centre of a dinner 
tai Ie is now frequently covered with a good sized 
nlusu mat, with fancy"border anti tasselled edges. 
Only light ornaments are put on it. 
This has 
quite superseded the strip of plush or satin. 
If 
tile table is long, to accommodate a large num ber 
of persons, small square mats, to match, are laid 
at the com ers, w ith a glass of flowers on them. 
Tho newest valances for mantel-shelves have a 
large design worked only in the centre, and, lf 
there are small curtains at each side, a corre­ 
sponding design is in the com er nearest the Are. 
A design of large lilies or rich red peonies or sun­ 
flowers on pcac"Ck-blue pli.*li looks most beauti­ 
ful. 
Folding screens of brown velvet or plush, 
with a lattice worked in thadfes of browns, and 
tile large purple, white or pale mauve clematis 
(Jackman!!', and leaves trailing over the surface 
and in and out, is a most effective design. For 
this style of work tile screon should be three­ 
leaved, the centre pauel being ju st double the 
width of the other two. 
When open it makes a 
good prot> ction against draughts, and forms at 
once a snug corner to any room. 
Leather work is 
being applied to plush and velvet, by arranging 
groups of fruit, flowers, or leavos on brackets, 
frames aud panels. T he plusb-coverea brackets, 
now so generally sold, commencing at the very 
small 
ones, 
are 
the 
kind 
used. 
Leather 
workers will be glad to hear that this beautied 
work is again coming into fashion 
Old and dis­ 
colored groups are gilded aud freshly arranged. 
I . s m p S h a d e s. 
Simple 
and inexpensive are the mushroom- 
shaped shades, either of thick cartridge paper 
folded, or of colored tissue paper arranged in 
stripes. These can be obtained at any lamp shop. 
Some shades of the criuiped tissue paper are made 
to tit tightly over globe glasses; but. as their ends 
are cut Into long fringes, they have tho effect of 
wigs on blocks, aud are not pretty. 
But home 
ingenuity may ho exercised in making acut-paper 
shade, which, though less durable, is as really 
pretty as any which can he bought. 
Take a sheet 
of tissue paper—white, pale yellow or orange, 
pink, or, indeed, of any color, excepting blue, 
brown, violet or black—and cut it into a circle, 
with a round bolo in the middle the exact size of 
the chimney. 
Fold the segments tightly, double 
them, and then fold them again. 
Cut the outer 
edge into waves, vandykes, or any forms pre­ 
ferred; and if the shade is to he very elaborate, 
snip these again into little scallops. 
The in­ 
tended pattern may now he traced on one fold 
of the segments, or over the whole paper; but as, 
from their being folded, both sides will come out 
exactly alike, it may almost be left to chance. All 
being "prepared, the work of c utting tho patterns 
begins. 
A pair of sharp, tine scissors being used, 
the pattern must begin from the inner circle, not 
cutting the outer edge of this a 
all, hut com­ 
mencing about half an Inch inside it. lf no sketch 
has been made, the scissors may he turned iii any 
direction, always, however, keeping the cutting 
within half an inch til the opposite lold of the 
segment, aud it Is hest to cut from each side 
alternately. Tile smaller, in reason, is the pat­ 
tern, the prettier will the shade be, and in carry­ 
ing it dutvu it m ust be remembered that, if too 
much of the paper is cu t away. the put pose of a 
shade will ho defeated. 
It will soon be found 
that, as the circle gets wider, it will he impossible 
to continue one cutting across the segment. 
It 
will, therefore, he better to make small open 
patterns down each side pf it alternately, and 
then make a fresh fold In the plain part in the 
centre, cutting it again, and even yet fresh folds, 
as the outer edge is reacned. When the whole is 
finished, Hie edges may all be snipped Into little 
scallops, which adds to the lanor, but 
ADDS ALSO GREATLY TO TH E EFFECT. 
An advantage may be found in tracing the 
whole of the paper before cutting it at ab, in its 
otiviating the difficulty of snipping through so 
many thicknesses at once, because t h e f o h is c a n 
be taken merely double: out, on the other hand, 
a pattern traced all at once must be draw n with 
mathem atical exactness, Vliich takes care of

Brigiit auturnu leaves, or dried ferns or sea­ 
weeds, may all be arranged to ornam ent lam p 
shades; the first and last, from their trans­ 
parency and vivid coloring, being especially 
suited for the purpose.

may be made as follows: The pattern m u st be 
taken from any or tim expanding or lo d ng 
shades that m ay be p r e f e r r e d , and a sufficient 
uuoU/er of cards for Ute d i r u i a i u m um be c at 


out of cardboard, two cards for each. Tinted card­ 
board of a gray, pale, neutral-green tint, is better 
than white. 
In the centre oi "e tell card an open­ 
ing m ust lie cu t—oval, oblong, or any shape s u it­ 
able. A piece larger by half an Inch each way, 
but of the same shape as the opening, m ust now 
be cut out of ti acing callet* or tracing paper, and 
carefully secured to the inside of each division 
with strong gum tragacanth, Upon thi< tho dried 
flowers, leaves or seaweeds must be arranged, se­ 
curing them by orushing them ov> r at the back 
eveulj with the same gum, and pressing them 
down quite firmly till dry. 
Over each tmi*t<Dow 
bo fastened a piece of tracing paper, white tarla­ 
tan, or, liC't of all, H-se, of tho same size a* the 
foundation, by gum m ing it round the edges as 
before; and, lastly, the c u l t division Is placed 
over it, fitting the opening exactly.

Very pretty silhouette designs 
may be made by merely filling in the outlines of 
sprays or leaves, especially of climbing plants, 
the leaves covering the w hole space, as if they 
were c ast shadows.

black. Some of "tho larger I aves should be darker 
than the rest, anti some of the smaller as light as 
possible; all stems should be dark.

The best chairs and couches are those which 
you like hest, and which hest conform to the 
natural contour of the hum an figure in repose. A 
couch should allow ol the feet being put up, if 
necessary, and should he of such a shape th at you 
can lie upon it, either full length or half length, 
with periect comfort. To bo really s-rvicesbl«, it 
should pot be covered with pale blue satin' or 
lualze-colored taboret, but with a good tapestry 
covering in a neutral hue, say sago green or dark 
rusty red, to wear well.

A spare table near the bay 
window will allow a jardiniere and a fern or in­ 
dia-rubber plant to statal in the sun. 
You can 
have nothing better than black and gold for This 
purpose. 
Another—round, of course—is needed 
tor afternoon tea. There must, be sonie place to 
lay books and other 
l e v y articles, and too 
table for this office should be solid, and should 
stand against the wall. Nothing remains but the 
piano, and th it m ust naturally be placed where 
the exigent!' s of space demand. 
Few articles of 
furniture are more difficult to manage than tile 
coal scuttle. 
it is always getting tit every­ 
body’s way, aud it can hardly lie made pre­ 
sentable, even by tile utmost pains of 
Hie 
struggling decorative imagination. 
It is almost' 
lamentable to think of all the useless efforts lav­ 
ished by the hum an intellect upon abortive coal 
scuttles. 
Perhaps the bc*t solution of tnt* prob­ 
lem is th at which combines scuttle and whatnot 
in one comprehensive whole, having a box for tile 
coal beneath, aud one or two shelves for knick­ 
knacks above.

DINING-ROOM THOUGHTS. 


How to Lay the Luncheon T a b le —Twenty- 


One-Cent 
Dinners—M e a t 
and a Talk 


About Toast. 


The luncheon table is never two day* alike, and 
it is a meal tit at, perhaps, is tho prettiest of the 
three, and certainly calls fur taste and manage­ 
ment. The jiroper way to lay the different places 
for people, aud tho way to arrange the silver and 
knives on the sideboard, are always tho same, but 
the di-pusitton of dishes Is alm ost each day uiflVr- 
eut. 
For tile sideboard, let it be stiffly laid, but 
of a different stiffness to a sideboard tor break­ 
fast, 
Instead of arranging small knives and 
fork* tightly on each side of the plates, as tor 
breakfast, they m ust be spread out, but straight 
and stiff. Place in even rows a few tablespoons, 
dessert-spoons and 
forks, 
also 
small knives. 
Knives otic bt never to appear on the sideboard 
for a late dinnor, b u t thev are quito en rrgle for 
breakfast and lifncli, because the family walt on 
themselves at these two meals. 
Some large and 
some small plates o ught to ho p u t In idles, tho 
form er separate from the latter. 
Sufficient small 
plates ought to bo put tor the different sweets 
and for cheese. 
Tho fashion th a t has cl late pre­ 
vailed of having only Mrgo plates is better omit­ 
ted than observed, like many other fashions. 
Unfortunately, tho only reason 
for adopting 
’n Any fashions is merely because some one with 
a title hai done it. 
Du the sideboard at luncheon 
there ought to be the broad trencher, but it is 
quite wrong to put it there for dinner. On the 
sideboard ought also to 1)0 any cold meat for 
which there may not be anv room on the table. 
A 
butler's 
tray 
anil 
stand 
are 
not nec­ 
essary or suitable for breakfast or luncheon, 
especially where there is a dinner wagon or side 
table. 
The first thing in laying your luncheon 
table is to make it as pretty ss you can; and sifted 
sugar in a colored basket, wine, trull*, sweets and 
rattier fanciful glass, aff being p u t on (rom the 
beginning, make a luncheon table a very pretty 
sight. 
With regard to the laying of the table for 
luncheon put tot each person a largo .md sin..ll 
knife, and two large and one small forks, and a 
dessert spoon. 
You may either place the des-ert 
spoon between the large knife and tho small 
knife, and tho small fork between th* two largo 
ones, taking care th a t the end of e»ch handle is 
even, and att Inch away from the edge of tho 
table, or you may put tile dessert-spoon and fork 
In irunt of each plato, niak’ng tho batul e ut the 
spoon oven with the prongs of the fork, it is quite 
wrong to put a dessert-spoon anil fork on the 
table for a lato diuner, because a t dinner we are 
properly waited on; and, therefore, where it would 
be bad stylo to place them for dinuer, it is 
EQUALLY OUT O F TASTE AND COMMON SENSE 
not to place them for luncheon. It Is quite cor­ 
rect to place casters on the table for luncheon, 
either in the middle, or, if small ones, at the cor­ 
ners, or ou each side of tho centre of tne table. 
Flowers being generally in the middle, the table 
m ust be arranged accordingly. 
Now with regard 
to the way ot placing tablespoons, every servant 
and every mistress bas a different w.iy; lull the 
best style, if you have the room, is to let tho salt­ 
cellar* lie on a line wttu the top of tho small sil­ 
ver lurk*, aud a* far from the edge of the table as 
the length of the handle of a largo silvor lurk. 
Then place your tablespoons on each side of the 
salt-cel ar, so th a t the bowls of tho spoons are 
clear of the salt-cellar; and thus the handles can 
be closer together, 
for compactness in every 
detail 
Is 
the

service at table.

mom ent if the tablespoons are put at cross cot­ 
tiers or not; an a sometimes put them across 
the corner Is a convenience, especially for a 
luncheon table; but if they are put across corners 
then one spoon should be turned otto way anij the 
other another way. 
It they are arranged the first 
way, then the w ater Potties should stand just 
away from the tip of tho inside spoon, a little 
toward Hie inside of the table. 
The salt ought to 
l<e moulded out of a wine-glass, 
lf the spoon* 
and salt are arranged the latter-tnentioned way, 
then tbe water bottles should be placed la front 
of the middle p art of the inside tablespoon. Meat 
and vegetables and. C i d sweets are all put on 
together at luncheon. Sometimes servants tin not 
wait at all at luncheons, but the more general 
way is, alter tho hell or gong has sounded, to 
come In to remove the covers, ami sometimes to 
band round the first plates and vegetables; but, 
unless there aro young children, the middle 
course is best—th a t tbe servant should iollow the 
family into the room, remove the covers and de 
part. 
Every one prefers waiting on himself at 
luncheon, as chatty gossip is more usual than at 
din ii ur.

The Boston school for cookery gave recently a 
specimen diuner to test their skill iii compound­

Tho following is the bill of fare, em lob 
is certainly varied and attractive enough; the 
guests were twelve in number, all were liberally 
served, and the cost, til winch every item of ex­ 
pense is included, excepting the fire and the labor 
of tbe youug lady cooks, was twenty-one cents a 
bead. 
POTATO son*. 
Wash, pare and boil three potatoes in salted 
water, until very Bolt; put one pint of milk, one 
sculk of celery and one slice of onion in a double 
boiler; cook one tablespoonful of butter and one 
of cornstarch, together with a little of the milk; 
mash the potatoes, add the milk, the cornstarch 
aud butter, and let boil one or two minutes; add 
one tea.-poontul of salt aud one saltspooulul of 
pepper; strain, an a servo hot. 
DUSK A LA CREM E. 
Clean a fish and p u t it into boiling water with 
one tablespoonful eacli of salt aud vinegar; boil 
until tho lisb separates from the none; remove 
tho skin and hones and flake; season highly with 
salt and pepper; spread it on a platter and pour 
over it a hot cream sauce made with one quart of 
milk, three tablespoonfuls of flour and one-fourth 
cup ol butter; season the sauce wit.li salt, pepper, 
onion juice and one tablespoonful of'tine-chopped 
parsley; spread over it one cup of breadcrum bs 
moistened in oue-fourth of a cup of melted but­ 
ler, and brown in the oven. 
, COLD SLAW. 
Slice red cabbage very thin; season with salt, 
pepper and vinegar; keep it on ice till used.

One pint of mashed potatoes, one tablespoonful 
of butter, one-bait saltspoon of white pepper, a 
speck of cayenne, one teaspoonful of salt, oue- 
li.ilf teaspoon!ul of celery salt, a few drops of 
onion juice, yoke of one egg well beaten; mix and 
beat uutil very light; run through a very fine 
strainer, and add 0118 teaspoonful of liue-cbopped 
parsley, when cool, shape into small round balls, 
then in cylindrical forms; 
roll in 
fine bread­ 
crumbs; dip in beaten egg, ana then rn crumbs 
again; fry in sm oking bot lard; have the lard hot 
enough to brown a piece of bread while you count 
forty; drain on brown paper to absorb the fat. 
TURKISH PILA F. 
Stew half a can of tomatoes ten minutes with a 
small slice of onion, atm strain it; take one cup 
ol the strained tom ato aud one cup of either beet, 
chicken, veal or m utton stock; p u t it on to boil, 
and season highly with sa't and pepper; when 
boiling add one cup of well-washed rice; boil until 
the rice has absorbed alt tin liquor, stirring often 
with a fork, b u t not enough to break tbe rice; 
add oue-fourth of a cup ot butter, and set it back 
where it will keep hot, hut not burn, tor twenty 
minutes, or until the rice is perfectly tender; re­ 
move-the cover to let the steam escape, aud break 
the rice lightly with a fork; serve as a vegetable 
or border for curry. 
A P PL E MERINGUE. 
Pare and core five or six apples and put them in 
a shallow pudding dish; mix one saltspooniul of 
cinnamon with halt & cup of sugar aud fill the 
cores; put a bit. of nutter over each apple, aud one 
or two tablespoonfuls of water in the dish; bake 
until the auples are soft; make a frosting of the 
whites of three eggs, one cup of powdered sugar 
aud Hie juice of halt a lemon; let it brown slightly 
and serve hot or cold with sugar aud cream.

tis with about five meal?, and then using the 
bones for a soup. 
Beefsteak f< r that'in any meals 
would cost all tim way from a dollar to a dollar 
and a quarter. 
Chopped veal makes a very nice 
dinner, and can be used attorward cold. 
WK LSE CALVE.*’ IONGI IS SOMETIMES 
prepared In this way: Boil till tender in salted 
water; then remove the skin, place in a tall jar, 
ami pour over thorn hot water with a little Sugar 
in it; cover close, and thev aro ready for use the 
next day.

and widen chemists call dextrine, so th a t toasted 
bread was incapable of fermenting and producing 
fl 'faience or 
becoming sour on the stomach. 
Bread toasted very dry agreed better with a weak 
stomach tliau any other broad, indeed, a sensitive 
stomach would frequently digest toast when it 
would digest no other article of food. 
Hence, 
toast, which was in general use as a diet for inva­ 
lids, could bo safely and judiciously 
recom­ 
mended 
for 
them 
at 
all time*, 
and

I ose talk indulged in by some sell-styled teach­ 
ers of 
physiology 
about 
the 
extrem e im- 
beal th fill ness of toast, especially when buttered, 
only gave emphasis to the fact ‘th a t toasting bad 
bread and melting bail butter dill not improve 
tne quality of either or rentier them le*s Indiges­ 
tible or unwholesome than when in their original 
unregenerate condition. 
Melting or boiling infe­ 
rior butter would not make it proper food for a 
hum an stomach, and the most sktilul manipula­ 
tions would not convert sour, half-baked bread 
into nutritious, palatable toast. The latter hold 
So Im portant a place among foods th a t every one 
should know how to make it properly. 
A et one 
of 
the best American authorities on culinary 
m atters has said th at univ about one in ten 
thousand know how to make toast, aud tho 
lecturer Indorsed the statem ent so far as to 
assert th at bad toast was Hie rule and good 
toast the exception. 
In making toast three 
directions snou’.d be observed; Cut the bread, 
which should be somewhat A tule, in even slices. 
about half an inch in thicknes*. 
lf the bread is 
ft;esn, slightly dry them. 
Hold each slico a suf­ 
ficient dlsiunco from th e fire, winch should be of 
clear, bright coals to keep It from burning, and 
to let it brown evenly. 
For tins purpose a wire 
broiler ut a toasting fork can be usid. 
AV hen the 
surface of 
ope side becomes a rich, goldcu

similar manner, until the slice is perfectly toast­ 
ed. 
N erve tile mom ent it is done in a warm plate, 
dry or buttered, and it will tem pt the appetite of 
either invalid or *■epicure. And toe average indi* 
v dual, said Mrs. Ewing, might Indulge occasion­ 
ally with im punity ih a broiled qu iii or a Boston 
stew, served on toast after this method, without 
the least fear of future regret or discomfort.

The propagation of plants by *eed cowing would 
be more generally undertaken by am ateurs did 
they understand how easily they may secure ex­ 
cellent crops. The process Is so simple that this 
delightful occupation may be pursued by a child. 
As this I* the proper tim e for propagating hardy 
plants, the young folks should be busy with their 
seed boxes, and when s pring is hero they will have 
a collection or abutilons, cyclamens, ctnnerartcs, 
carnations, dahlias, geranium*, heliotrope, lobe- 
bas, petunias, primulas, palms of various kinds, 
pansies, smilax, verbenas, wall-flowers, stocks, 
etc., witu which to fill tbe beds or the sum­ 
mer garden. Tile pleasure of watching the shoots 
prick th ro u g h ' the soil, and of potting the wee 
plants is great. 
It is a rn -re healthful occupation 
f'ir tho girls than working worsted, and there i* a 
pride and delight in seeing bl. amuii* hurst on tim 
plant one has nursed since it* first leaf unrolled 
th at can never tie experienced with those pur­ 
chased from the m arkets or florist. It is the ver­ 
dict of leading horticulturists that all plants th a t 
can be propagated by seeds should he so grown in 
preference to propagation ny cuttings, layers or 
any oilier manner. 
The date* at which the dif­ 
ferent kind* of secos are sown are of Hie utm ost 
importance, and must be governed ny the section 
of the country and the tem perature of the pro­ 
posed sowing. The place of sowing may no in 
Window iioxee or the greenhouse. The latter is 
preferable, of course, as there is there a greater 
coin man it of heat and condition for observing 
seeds. 
To such as have not the convenience or a 
greenhouse, seeds may be sown in shallow boxes, 
which we shall describe, and placed in tho win­ 
dow of a south or east room, where the therm om ­ 
eter doe* not average ic** than 7 0 \ Success will 
lie more complete lf panes of glass are placed over 
the seeds, resting on the edge of the box an inch 
or so from the soil, 
THIS PKE VENTS EVAPORATION 
and renders watering less necessary 
The best 
seed boxes are but oue incti in depth. 
They may 
be made from an ordinary soap box, which will 
make four or five, witb tbe bottom boards so put 
ou a* to prevent tuft free escape of moisture, 
though not sufliciently wide aoart for tnt) soli to 
wash through. Fill these boxes with a rich sandy 
loam, which must he sifted by running through 
a sieve as fine as mosquito netting, tty which 
process the loam particles aro rendered very 
small. 
The soil In tne boxes should be made per­ 
fectly level aint smoothed free from all inequali­ 
ties. 
Tun feed i* then quickly sown and pressed 
down into the soil by a smooth hoard. 
No cover­ 
ing is used except pulverized moss or sphagnum, 
winch should he laid on shout, a sixteenth part of 
an inch deep. The value of this covering over 
one of ordinary soil is that it is ll Ut and of 
a spongy character to retain moisture. 
These 
seed boxes should be placed in the open sun­ 
light, in the windows of the dw lllng-room , 
or in 
the greenhouse, 
in

60° at night to 7(D in the day time, and never 
sh ulod, 
If a proper degree of moisture is ap­ 
plied—a light sprinkling of water once a w ee k — 
germination is certain, 
it Is resllv wonderful to 
observe with what per cotton seed ".own under 
this comparative)) new ire.a m e n t will germinate 
and grow. 
After the plants have attained what 
I* known as the 1 h r I I af, or trite leaf, they '-hou d 
h<* lilted off the seed pox and replanted in boxes 
of entirely the same character, at distances of 
half an inch apart- 
Let them rem on in these 
boxes from three to six weeks, ac* riling to na 
tare of variety, when they have become sufficient­ 
ly grown to be placed In two-and-a-half-inch po:s, 
and from these can bo grown on to any size. 
Tim 
time to shift a plant from a smaller to a larger 
pot Is known by tho roots beginning to show 
around the outer surface of the ball. It Is not 
necessary to shill when the first roots touch tho 
side of tho pot; let them curl well around the 
ball, but do not perm it them to remain long 
enough to become woody. They should appear 
white, soft and succulent. 
A tap on the edge of 
the pot 1* sufficient to turn out tho hall of earth. 
In repotting, soil iu depth according ;o the size of 
tho plant should be placed in tim bottom of tim 
pot. the bali placed in tim centre and the soli 
packed firmly iii the space.

procure your plants of a reliable florist, lf you 
rely upon those which are produced about the old 
bulbs, you may be disappointed iu bloom, for a 
bulb must lie two years old, ami then home-grown 
ones often fail. Those which an honest florist wilt 
send you eau be depended on tor flowers tile Hist 
seasou. 
Uie pearl variety is best. 
Procure your 
bulbs early, plant in pot or boxes, as soon as re­ 
ceived, and do uot p u t tueui iu tile ground uutil 
warm weather is a certainty. 
For bouquets thev 
ale unexceptionably hue, aud uo flower is more 
fragrant. 
They delignt 
in a Itgnt, rich soil. 
To 
flower sat is! actoi ily they must be started 
early. The gladiolus is a general tavorite. 
The 
flowers are almost every desirable eolor, scarlet, 
white, crimson, striped, blotched and spotted. 
The bulbs should be set about ten indies apart in 
a d eep , rich soil. 
The flower-stalks must he se­ 
cured to stakes, or there is danger of their being 
broken by tim wind. One bulb will often produce 
several spikes of bloom. They are of such ea>y 
culture aud so effective that no garden eau afford 
to be without them. 
In the fall, betorn hard 
frosts, lilt the bulbs, dry them off, aud store in a 
cool place over winter.

Every garden should have a clump of 
line*. They are easily cultivated, and require 
but little attention. 
The bulbs should be planted 
five or six inches deep. 
In fall cor r them w ita 
coarse manure.

Auratuin. the famous goid*bnnded 
lilv from Japan, which only a few years ago sold 
at $5 ach; Candidum, tho old common white, 
but still one of the best; Brownli, trum pet-shaped, 
rich purple on tho outside, ere un white within;

A F e w C h o i c e C l im b e r s . 
There is no bardy evergreen climber th at is 
suitable to tho climate of the Northern States. 
Tho old ivy. rich in tradition and romance and 
poetry, is not exactly what we need, am) yet lr is 
all we have. 
It is a variable and perverse plant, 
loving neither heat nor cold. Shade and moisture 
arc its especial delights, and in moist England, 
witli a coinjiar.ti volv mi DI climate, ic thrive* ad ­ 
mirably. 
The form called Irish ivy ie perhaps the 
most satisfactory, and ie less c pricions in its 
constitution than most of others, tho names of 
whiuh aro legion. 
Of the cis** of entirely hardy vines th at attach 
theiuKelye* to walls by means of sncker-iike disks, 
I prefer the newer Ampelopsis A’eitchi. 
It is 
closely related to tile well-known American or 
Virginian Ivy, ie deciduous and is ju st suited to 
the needs of our capricious climate. 
All summer 
long the rich glossy foliage is a perpetual delight 
to the eye, and it i„ so dense ae to invariably form 
a complete muse of verdure. 
In tho autum n, how­ 
ever, after having assumed its brilliant crimson 
tints, we can readily say it ie truly glorious. 
Of 
the very easiest propag ition, there is no excuse 
for the neglect of planters in allowing its claims 
to be unacknowledged. 
Another vine, clinging to walis in the name 
m anner as the above, 
ie the 
gr^at-flowered 
trum pet creeper, or, to speak botanically, the 
Tccoma (not bignhnia) grandiflora. 
This ie a 
plant th a t always looks well in every position, 
(although we must acknowledge it is a little 
coarse. 
The great masses of bright orange flow 
ore, Ihowever, fully compensate tor this, and tne 
pretty foliage, standing well out from Its sup­ 
port, adds an additional charm. 
It is a rapid 
grower and soon covers the side of a large build­ 
ing, handing from the eaves in a graceful profu­ 
sion. 
W hen trained to a tall post, as, for in­ 
stance, a stout cedar with long arm s left on, it is 
especially charming. 
For trellises, I cannot satisfactorily settle In my 
own mind whether I prefer the vigorous-growing 
Chinese wisteria i f the newer Japanese Akebia 
quinata, of less pretentious habit. The great long 
racemes of pale blue flowers of the former will at 
all times entitle it to favor, and as it is of the 
v»t > easiest cultivation, we should employ it 
freely. 
It looks well on the iawu trained to sin­ 
gle stem, as a small tree, the body for a few years 
at first being tied to a stout stake. 
The akebia is 
especially noticeable on account of its light, 
pleasing foliage, which is unusually numerous; 
hut tile peculiar fragrant bloom, of a dull red­ 
dish purple color. Is very attractive as well. 
The very names of clematis and honeysuckle 
suggest so uianv beautiful pictures th t I am 
al raid to particularize on varieties, but the d e ­ 
licious fragrance of the old Clematis flarumula 
and the rich mass of bright purple flowers of the 
(’. Jackm anui, certainly entitle them to more 
than a passing notice. 
>Vere I obliged to confine 
myself to three hone* suckles, my choice would bs 
the Goiaen-veinea, Evergreen and HalUaxa. 
P e r e u n ln l FiAvrers. 
Of hardy plants that will rem ain year after 
year w ithout having to be 
renewed", a small 
circle may be set with the show) Azalia amania, 
edged with the variegated F.unonvmu* radicans. 
A similar bed filled with 
the dw arf D aphne 
cneoruin may be Bilged with the same as che pre­ 
ceding, or with ftouse-leek (Sempervivum tec- 
torum). A tied of clematis, say of 
C. Jacks- 
. inanni, pegged down to the ground, and bor­ 
dered with variegated vinca, looks well; and so 
does a bed of the various-colored Iris edged with 
the golden-voined honeysuckle. 
Can anything 
. bo 
more lovely than a bed of roses, ‘all of 
one 
kind, a*, 
for instance, 
a 
free-bloomer 
like eels, or Souvenir de Maluialson, or Saffrauo, 
edged with ivy? I think not, aud yet it is difficult 
to excel the charm s of a bed of"the pure white 
Jap an lily—Lilium laucifoliuiu album. Owing to 
the modern skill of tho florist we have now such 
a bountiful assortm ent of larkspurs th at a bed of 
tlie*o always proves attractive. 
Whenever the 
flower* are past, ii the seed-stems he c u t away, a 
new set of flower spikes immediately put in an 
appearance and bloom until trust. 
The new 
double-flowering pytentilla.* make a grand show 
iii a solid mass, as they are of different colors and 
ar» very bright; and tbe porethrum s <lso, looking 
like German asters, and quite at pretty, are among 
liu) useful things of late lntroouctton. 
All of 
tiiese beds may be titled iu the fail witb early- 
lloworing bulbs, so as to secure a succession of 
bloom, and I know they are always welcome in 
spring and early summer.

The attention of Congress lias recently been 
directed to the subject of the arbitrary arrest 
and im prisonm ent of A m erican citizens by 
the B ritish governm ent, and the extraordinary 
inactivity of the State D epartm ent in ascer­ 
taining why A m ericans are thus deprived of 
th eir liberty. 
The vigorous aud aggressive 
foreign policy, of which so touch has been 
said, has been applied as yet only to bogs and 
guano, while citizens of the U nited States 
travelling or residing in foreign countries are 
left to their own resources when they got into 
trouble. 
If a foreign governm ent m anifests a 
vicious intention to enforce regulations ob­ 
noxious to the great Am erican hog, the eagle 
sets up a violent scream ing and flies in haste 
to the protection of the porker. 
There are some people eccentric enough to 
regard a live Am erican citizen as of more con­ 
sequence than a dean C incinnati hog, aud the 
claim s of an arbitrarily im prisoned m an for 
protection as worthy of attention as the claims 
of a tricky speculator to a m anure heap in 
South Am erica. 
A m ong those who hold such 
singular views, and are not backw ard about 
giving them utterance, may be m entioned 
Congressmen Cox, Robinson and H ew itt and 
the people of the State of California, all of 
whom have requested the governm ent to pay 
some attention to the case of Mr. D. Mc- 
Sweeney, a naturalized A m erican citizen who 
is now, aud bas been for m any m onths, an 
inm ate of D undalk jail, one of Mr. Glad­ 
stone’s resources of civilization. 
Mr. McSweeney has com m itted no crime, 
has not even been accused of com m itting a 
crime, has had no trial and no satisfactory rea­ 
son has ever been given why he should be thus 
deprived of his liberty. 
H e is im prisoned as a 
suspected person, bu t of w hat he is suspected 
and who suspects him are m atters of conjec­ 
ture only. 
lu Septem ber last Mr. McSweeney 
wrote to .Tames Russell Lowell, a gentlem an 
of A m erican birth aud B ritish proclivities, 
who is engaged in dining out at Loudon and 
m isrepresenting the A m erican people at the 
Court of St. Jam es, inform ing bim of bis im ­ 
prisonm ent w ithout trial, and asking bis in­ 
tervention in his behalf as an A m erican citi­ 
zen. M r. Lowell replied that be did not think it 
proper to m ake any application for Mr. Mc- 
Sweeney’s release from prison. 
Ho adm itted 
th a t the coercion act was contrary to the 
principles of both E nglish and 
Am erican 
jurisprudence, but beld th at it was neverthe­ 
less the law of the land, and controlled all par­ 
ties dom iciled in Ireland, whether British sub­ 
jects or not. 
A ny m an who eau coolly assert 
such a doctrine as th a t is not qualified for the 
position of office boy to a Patagonian petti­ 
fogger, and it is alm ost incredible that a m an 
of Mr. Low ell's intelligence should have "given 
utterance to such nonsense. 
Upon that basis, 
A m ericans m ay be abused in any way abroad 
and nobody called to account. 
B ut the m ost significant point in M r. Low­ 
ell’s letter is the wide distinction lie makes 
between native and naturalized Am ericans. 
H e says of the coercion aet: 
“I t would be 
m anifestly futile to claim th at naturalized 
citizens of th* U nited States should be except­ 
ed from its operation. 
The only case, in my 
opinion, in which I ought to intervene would 
be w hen an A m erican citizen, 
who was in 
Irelan d attending 
exclusively to bis own 
business, should be arrested.” In such case be 
thinks it would be proper to appeal to the 
courtesy 
of 
the 
B ritish 
governm ent for 
the release of the prisoner. 
Tbe doctrine that 
there is any difference between tho rights of 
native and naturalized A m ericans is purely a 
Republican notion, and one th at has always 
been vigorously opposed by the Dem ocratic 
party. 
In m aking this distinction, therefore, 
Mr. Lowell did nothing inconsistent w ith the 
traditional policy of the party 
of eternal 
principles, to which so m uch of him belongs as 
has not been saturated w ith British snobbery 
and toadyism. 
There was a tim e w hen Mr. Lowell was 
thoroughly A m erican, but th at was before he 
had been exposed to the influence# of court life 1 
w ith all its snobbish social distinctions and 
tinsel g litter of royalty. 
In those days Mr. 
Low ell w ro te-some lines concerning w hat is 
known in history as the T rent affair. 
This 
affair, in brief, was the forcible rem oval by an 
A m erican naval officer of two A m ericans 
from a vessel flying the B ritish flag. 
These 
gentlem en, Mason and Slidell, were represen­ 
tatives 
of 
a 
portion 
of 
the 
A m erican 
people then 
in 
arm ed 
rebellion 
against 
the 
authority of the F ederal governm ent, 
and 
had 
no 
claim 
to the protection of 
the 
B ritish 
governm ent 
except 
under 
a som ew hat strained construction of interna­ 
tional law regarding the respect due to a 
friendly foreign flag on the high seas. 
The 
B ritish governm ent did not appeal to tho 
courtesy of the U nited States for the release of 
Mason and Slidell from F ort W arren, but 
m ade an im perative dem and, backed up by 
threats of hostile 
operations. 
Tho U nited 
States, having all it could attend to at home, 
surrendered M ason and Slidell rather than get 
into trouble with E ngland. 
Mr. Lowell felt 
th at E ngland had taken an unfair advantage, 
and been rather arbitrary in her dem ands, so 
he wrote: 
It don’t seem hardly right, John, 
When both my hands was full, 
To stump me to a ficht, John— 
Yourcoo&ln, tu, John Dull! 
Ole Uncle S., sez he, “ I guess 
We know it now,” sez he: 
“The lion’s paw is all the law, 
Accordin' to J. B., 
Thet's lit for you an' me!” 
Mr. Lowell has come to agree with John 
Bull that tbe lion’s paw is good enough law 
for American citizens in British jails.

This would involve the 
expenditure of a large am ount of m otley in 
tbe general election, and the rank and file of 
the Liberal party are not prepared to asinine 
th at responsibility ju st .yet. A ud so the Brad­ 
laugh case comes up again as a disturbing ele­ 
m ent, because tbe bead of the government, bas 
not H ie pluck to face the issue and settle it for­ 
ever.

C H E C K S A U A IN S T J O B B E R Y . 


Because the Dem ocrats in 
the national 
House of R epresentatives object to Hie adop­ 
tion of rules of procedure which would render 
them powerless to effectively oppose jobbery 
and partisan legislation, the Journal bluntly 
puts this conundrum to its readers: “ Shall tho 
m ajority or m inority ru le?” 
The answ er of 
course m ust be in favor of the m ajority. 
But 
while it is right and proper th at the majority 
should be held responsible to the country for 
tho conduct of 
public 
business, 
it m ust 
not be forgotten th a t the m inority has rights 
and responsibilities which are entitled Jo re­ 
spect. 
T he last general election showed very 
clearly th at tbe two great political parties 
were pretty evenly balanced. 
By means and 
methods th at need not be discussed here, tbe 
Republicans secured a sm all m ajority in tho 
lower bouse of Congress. 
W ith their custom ­ 
ary greed for absolute sway and disregard for 
tbe rights of their opponents, they immedi­ 
ately 
proceeded to establish rules for the 
transaction of the public 
business which 
would give 
them power 
to take up and 
consider bills in which they m ight have a 
special interest in a party or personal sense, 
irrespective of their position on the calendar. 
The new rulos are designed, not for the facili­ 
tation of the public business, but for the sus- 
I elision of parliam entary usages which have 
always exercised a healthy check on reckless 
or hasty legislation. 
The Jo u rn al says that 
those who object to their adoption because 
they m ight aid raids on the treasury,., “ proceed 
upon the assum ption that a m ajority of tbe 
members of the House will rob the governm ent 
unless they are hindered 
by Mr. R andall’s 
rules.” 
A ud it is a fair assum ption to pro­ 
ceed on. 
The R epublican party 
bas ac­ 
quired 
a 
reputation 
for 
public 
plunder 
and jobbery which ought to m ake the people 
suspicious of any m ovem ent or any cbango in 
congressional practice tending to e large the 
facilities for stealing. 
“ Congressm en,” says 
the Jo u rn al, “ are as honest as the m ajority of 
their constituents, and who will say th at a m a­ 
jority of tho people are thieves?” 
A m ajority 
of the people are not vested w ith the power to 
vote directly on appropriations, and there are 
thousands of bills, in which congressmen have 
an interest, which are never understood by 
their constituents. “ If the objection is a sound 
one,” continues our neighbor, 
“ the people 
should take steps to abolish the law-m aking 
branch of the governm ent.” 
N ot at all. 
But 
they should insist th at proper safeguards be 
m aintained against, the jobbery of rings and 
cliques organized for raids on tbe public ex- 
checquer, and the boat, way to accom plish this 
is to give the m inority all proper facilities for 
restraining tbe rapacity of these hordes of 
sharpers and schem ers, who usually m anage 
to capture the m ajority of com m ittees ap­ 
pointed to pass on the validity of their claims 
a n d the advisability of allowing them.

expected th at tho secretary of tbe treasury 
will issue a call for 81*3,000,000 more early 
the coming week. 
Exactly w hat proportion 
of this § 5 5 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 is held by the banks it is 
hard to determ ine, but it is argued th at so far 
as 
capitalists 
and 
tbe 
banks 
are 
concerned, 
they 
can 
m ake 
it 
an 
easy 
year 
for 
money 
if 
they 
desire, 
though of course it m ust be shown to them 
that it is for their interest to do so. 
There is 
also a large flow of im m igration expected this 
year, aud sanguine financiers further contend 
that this is favorable, for it m ust bring con­ 
siderable money into tbe country. On the other 
hand, it m ust be rem em bered th a t m uch de­ 
pends upon the harvests. 
The prosperity of 
the last three years cannot be m aintained un­ 
less the crops are so abundant th at there is a 
large surplus to export, and even then there 
m ust be a short crop abroad and a good m arket 
there for us. 
The falling off in the wheat 
crop last year depreciated values considerably, 
and now the latest reports from the W est are 
not particularly favorable, because tbe plant­ 
ing is reported to have been som ew hat delayed 
by wet weather. 
W e are not disposed to take 
a gloomy view of the future, but there is some 
truth in the follow ing observations in the 
H our: “ Gold bas for some tim e been leaving 
our shores. 
I t promises to be the beginning 
of a m ighty drain which m ay throw the busi­ 
ness of tho country into confusion. 
M anufac­ 
turing has been overdone; for tbe railroad con­ 
structing and bousc-buildiog all 
over the 
country have not only changed floating into 
fixed capital, but have dim inished the agri­ 
cultural population, who are the natural con­ 
sum ers of m anufactured goods. 
No m atter 
how favorable the season, there will probably 
be a sm aller surplus of grain and cotton than 
was available for export during the past three 
years. 
The discipline will be severe, but 
wholesome. 
A check has already been given 
to excessive 
railroad 
and house building. 
M anufactories are beginning to 'run on short 
time aud to discharge some of their workmen, 
and tbe result will be to check tbe growth of 
the cities and to force people back upon the 
soil to m ake a living. 
This suffering m ight 
be avoided if Congress could be induced to 
modify our trade-killing tariff.” 


There are m any m ysteries in W all street 
transactions which will alw ays rem ain such 
to the uninitiated. O ccasionally some of them 
are explained, but the public continues to be 
deceived as m uch as ever. 
A w riter in T ruth, 
explaining bow quotations do not represent 
transactions, and th at tbe nm ouut of sales re­ 
ported have very little to do with actual busi­ 
ness, gives a good illustration of this fact, 
which would-be speculators will do well to re­ 
member.

A N O T H E R C H I L I A N O U T R A G E . 


Mr. Charles Adams w ants, to corno home. 
Mr. A dam s is our m inister plenipotentiary to 
the court of I,a Paz, B o liv ia 
Tho particular 
grievance, which weighs heavily on Hie diplo­ 
m atic m ind of Mr. Adams, is the fact that the 
C hiliaus insist on opening his letters in iransit 
to anil from the United States. 
“ Such con­ 
d uct,” says our outraged m inister, “ is against 
all international law, and contrary thereto.” 
Of course it is. 
The worst feature of this 
piracy business is that the C hilian governm ent 
is suspected not only of know ing th a t Mr. 
A dam s’ letters “even from his wife” are “ in­ 
tercepted,” but of aiding and abetting the 
men who have put this indignity on the repre­ 
sentative of a powerful nation. 
But w hat most barrows tbe sensitive soul of 
Mr. A dam s is the startling aud hum iliating 
fact th a t the Chilians and Bolivians, too, are 
laughing at him. 
“ I am the laughing-stock,” 
he 
plaintively 
says, 
“of even the people 
of this sm aller country than C hili.” 
This 
m ust not 
be tolerated 
any. longer. 
The 
governm ent should send two squadrons of 
war ships down there at once and blow up tbe 
whole population unless they stop teasing our 
extraordinary envoy. 
H is helpless condition 
is thus graphically, if not gram m atically, 
described in his letter to Mr. Belford: “ I have 
not the right to com m unicate with any news­ 
paper at home to call tho attention of tbe 
country to these insults and outrages, while 
C hilian agents at homo have had m any lies 
printed about mo, but my lig h t to appeal 
through you to the country, if you deem it 
necessary th at 
I, representing the U nited 
States in a foreign country, should not be in­ 
sulted as such, nor the country through such 
m eans, by a m iserable little State which, be­ 
cause it owns three ironclads, believes it can 
do so w ith im punity.” 
P atience has evidently ceased to be a virtue 
with Mr. A dam s. 
Ho has stood it as long as 
lie can, and now ho wants to come homo. 
“ C hili m ay be able to in su lt the U nited 
S 'ates,” he further adds, suggesting th a t be is 
perfectly w illing to have her do so providing 
the governm ent sends somebody else down to 
receive the indignity.

T H E C H IN ESE CAN’T COME. 


Tho Senate has at last put itself squarely on 
record as opposed to tbe wholesale im portation 
of Chinese cheap labor. 
The bill passed last 
Thursday is as sweeping as tbe m ost rabid 
Chinese hater in California could wish. 
I t 
provides th at for a period of tw enty years, be­ 
ginning ninety days after passage of tbe act, 
no Chinese laborers will be perm itted to laud 
in 
tbe 
U nited 
States, 
aud the 
m aster 
of 
any 
vessel 
who shall, 
by 
carrying 
any 
such 
laborer, 
violate 
tbe 
provi­ 
sions 
of 
the 
law, 
be fined 
not more 
than 8500 and 
im prisoned for 
a period 
not exceeding 
one year. 
“ Laborers” are 
defined to m ean skilled and unskilled labor­ 
ers and persons working in the mines. 
The 
naturalization of Chinese is also prohibited. 
The senators from the Pacific States were 
practically allowed to fram e tbe bill, and it 
w ent through the Senate substantially as they 
desired. 
Tile only strenuous opposition it met 
was 
from 
New 
E ngland. 
E very 
New 
E ngland 
senator 
was against 
it 
ex­ 
cept 
H ale 
of 
M aine. 
Dawes, 
Hoar, 
H aw ley and 
E dm unds were conspicuously 
hostile to 
tho 
measure. 
*Mr. F rye voted 
against it more because it was too sweeping in 
its provisions than th at its scope and purpose 
were objectionable 
to bim . 
The 
E astern 
States, therefore, which claim to be so solicit­ 
ous about the dignity of A m erican labor, and 
so anxious to m aintain the same against the 
encroachm ents of the “ pauper labor of E urope,” 
were alm ost a u n it in favor of tbe establish­ 
m ent in this country of a class cf laborers 
whose habits of life and national and dom estic 
training are inim ical to tho welfare and pros­ 
perity of our own white laborers. In the South­ 
ern and M iddle States there was no decided 
opposition to restrictive legislation m anifested. 
The only m odifications sought were in the di- 
iection of tho duration of the act, a num ber of 
senators boing of the opinion th at a ten years’ 
suspension of the M ongolian influx would be 
sufficient to rem edy the evil, and would be 
more in consonance with tho provisions of ex­ 
isting treaties. I t is more than likely that the 
Senate bill, w ith a few slight cbaugos, will 
pass tbe House and become a law before 
E aster. 
W e believe th at the country is in fa­ 
vor of some such m easure, and its operations 
will tend to prom ote tho well-beiug of the la­ 
boring classes in the U nited States. 


T H E SO UTH A M E R IC A N R E P U B L IC S . 


The attention of the people of N orth Am erica 
has for several years been directed to the con­ 
dition of the South A m erican republics, and of 
late more closely aud intim ately than ever. 
W ar has been of frequent occurrence among 
them, and they have been made still mo:o 
feeble by its devastation. 
The num erous in­ 
ternational strifes in which they have engaged 
have been carefully watched by the statesm en 
of the United States, and m uch speculation 
has been rite as to tbe future of the several 
republics. 
A glance at their present political 
and m aterial condition Has served as tho basis 
for a very instructive article by Mr. T. W . Os­ 
born, in the current num ber of the Interna­ 
tional Review, in which he discusses their 
possibilities for becom ing a power am ong tho 
nations of tho world. 
There are ten independent governm ents in 
South Am erica and the three G uianas, which 
are dependencies on European powers. 
Of 
these governm ents Brazil is an em pire, having 
an area of 3,(>09,IGO square m iles and 11,- 
0 5 8 .0 0 0 inhabitants. 
The other nine are 
republics, their area and population being; 
Venezuela. 4 2 0 ,7 1 2 square miles aud 2,200,- 
0 0 0 inhabitants; U nited States of Colombia, 
4 7 5 .0 0 0 square 
m iles and 2 ,9 0 0 ,0 0 0 
in- 


j habitants; 
Peru, 
58 0 ,0 0 0 
square 
miles 
aud 2 ,500,000 inhabitants; x Ecuador, 208,- 
0 0 0 square 
m iles and 
1 ,300,000 
inhabi­ 
tants; 
Bolivia,

and 1 ,987,352 in h ab itan ts; Chili, 20 0 ,0 0 0

Tbe aggregate area of the nine 
republics exceeds th a t of Brazil by 1 8 0.060 
square m iles, and tho total population exceeds 
th at of Brazil by 5,069 ,5 5 2 . 
Mr. Osborn pertinently observes that the 
I national weakness of these nine republics and 


I their lack of stability have long been their 
! m ost prom inent characteristics. 
For various 
| obvious reasons, be contends th at these nine 
I South A m erican republics could and should 
confederate together and organize a central 
national governm ent, thereby creating one 
great republic, in which the present nine re­ 
publics would assum e the position of sovereign 
States subordinate to the central power. 
“ By 
doing so they would in every governm ental 
and m aterial m anner be benefited, and tbe 
welfare of all their 
people would be ad­ 
vanced. 
The aggregate area, the num ber 
of 
inhabitants, tho active and the 
latent 
w ealth 
of 
the 
country, 
and 
the 
ability 
and 
tho 
experience 
of 
the 
South 
A m erican statesm en, are sufficient to make 
and m aintain one m agnificent nation. A nation 
would be created v. hich would at its birth rank 
seventh or eighth am ong the great powers of 
the world, and third among the great republics. 
I n a short tim e it would stand equal with the 
forem ost; it would have recognized influence 
in international councils, and it would add a 
third to the two great republics now when the 
masses of all nations tend tow ard the prin­ 
ciples of republicanism . 
As these nine re­ 
publics now stand, the voice of any one of 
them , or of all, in the aggregate, is unrecog­ 
nized in international politics. 
A s nations 
they are w eaklings, and have been too un­ 
stable to secure influence beyond their nearest 
neighbors. 
T heir confederation would insure 
stability at home, and secure that power abroad 
which every nation covets.” 
T his proposition has m any advantages to 
recom m end it, and perhaps m ay be the true 
solution of all the South A m erican troubles. 
A t present not one of the republics could suc­ 
cessfully resist an arm y sent against it by any 
of the great powers. 
A confederation of tbe 
kind outlined would create a nation having an 
area of 3 ,7 8 9 ,2 2 0 square miles, alm ost J 7,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 inhabitants and an annual commerce 
of § 3 6 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 6 0 . 
T hat is a greater area of 
square m iles th an the U nited States now has, 
and we began as a nation w ith only 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
people. 
The Spanish blood predom inates, aud 
the Spanish language is everyw here spoken. 
The several governm ents are a t peace, or will 
be soon, and there would be no disturbance by 
a th auge to an enlarged nationality. 
The 
burdens of taxation would certainly be re­ 
duced, as one governm ent would then be sup­ 
ported where nine distinct ones are now carried 
on w ith(all their costly appliances, such as tbe 
arm y, navy, diplom atic corps, etc. 
W ith a 
connected system of railroads, it is not diffi­ 
cult to see th a t tbe present annual commerce 
. of § 3 6 3 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 could easily be increased, as 
the boundless resources of the country w ould 
then be developed. 
In conclusion, as the 
writer well says, wars, revolutions and insur­ 
rections in all th at country would cease and 
the stain of instability would be removed from 
tbe nam e of republic. • 


B A M A G E D P E O P L E . 


A hum anitarian once m ade tbe significant 
rem ark that lie saw “ dam aged mon” on tho 
street every day of bis life. 
It is hard to find 
an observation th a t suggests such a m ultitude 
of unpleasant thoughts. 
I t is as true today as 
it w as w hen uttered, and every intelligent 
roan and woman has been made conscious of 
this lam entable condition. 
W hen we search 
for the cause of th* failure of m en’s lives we 
confront all the ills and m istakes of life. 
W hile the churches are faithfully endeavoring 
to lessen the burdens of hum anity, and are ably 
seconded by the law and those who are pbilan- 
tbropically inclined, it is well to ascertain if 
the “ dam aged people” in the world are heed­ 
ing F ra n k lin ’s adm onition, th at “ God helps 
those who help them selves.” In too many in­ 
stances it will be found that they are not. 
In ­

to depraved appetites. 
No one will deny ti at 
tbeso are dam aged people. 
The vanity aud 
^grasping character of m any m en, who have 
not b u ilt on a sure foundation, who are hasten­ 
ing to become suddenly rich, which is a dis­ 
tinct A m erican trait, furnishes a prolific har­ 
vest of dam aged individuals. 
The various 
tem ptations of poor girls, when yielded to, add 
largely to the list. 
The m ultitude of young 
men brought up in the country who settle in 
the great cities, and who forget th at probity, 
integrity, and industry are tho weapons th at 
lead to a prosperity th a t is not evanescent, 
furnish their quota to the ranks of the penni­ 
less aud the useless. 
W hile the forces alluded to are diligently at 
work trying to eradicate this public evil, a's it 
may well bo called, it is appropriate to briefly 
refer to the dangers besetting all men, and 
young men especially, and warn them th at it 
is only a short step from a fleeting prosperity 
to. the quicksands of poverty. 
In the first 
place, it m ust be rem em bered th at only tbe in­ 
dustrious are prosperous, as a rule. 
Even 
kings have acknowledged this. 
The m illion- 
tiaires of this aud other countries are usually 
hard workers. 
Some of tbe people who are in 
mouerate circum stances would not envy their 
wealthy neighbors if they knew the additional 
responsibility and anxieties which riches im­ 
pose. 
I t is, of course, laudable in a youug 
m an to strive to get rich in a legitim ate m an­ 
ner, but m any who are doubtless so striving 
will be swamped and become “ dam aged m en,” 
because they are sw im m ing 
beyond their 
depth. 
This is the cause of m any failures in 
life. 
There are too many who are not willing 
to deny them selves tbe luxuries of life until 
they can afford to pay cash for them . 
Then, again, probably the bulk of the gen­ 
eral failures are due to m isdirected labor. 
There are parents who never study the char­ 
acters of their children, and who force them 
into professions for which they have no apti­ 
tude or qualification. 
The result is th at tho 
best years of their lives are lost, and they 
drift about as jaclf-of-al 1-trades.. They have 
lost their am bition, their incentive to well- 
directed effort, and they consequently become 
drones in the hive of industry. 
They are not 
so much to blam e as their parents. 
Others in 
this condition, however, cannot blam e their 
parents, because they have always been like 
butterflies, skim m ing 
about, 
but 
settling 
nowhere. 
Lack of steady application to busi­ 
ness or profession also causes an increase to 
the arm y of the useless. 
As to the evils of 
wild speculation it is uot necessary to say any­ 
thing, except th a t young m en had better not 
indulge in it u n til they have money enough 
to not bo crippled by the loss a failure m ight 
entail. 
Let us hope th at the young men of our tim e 
will avoid m isdirected labor, shun bad habits, 
deal uprightly with their follow-men, beware 
of extravagance, bo econom ical w ithout being 
miserly, stork not their duties, m ake their 
em ployers’ interest their own, and then they 
need not fear being classed in the category of 
“dam aged people.” 
On tho contrary, they 
will, by Industry, perseverance aud close ap­ 
plication, secure a perm anent place in the 
ranks of the successful. 


Hop Sing, a C hinam an, was refused natural­ 
ization in New York recently.

feet square; that the business or raising poultry 
is particularly adapted to ladies and infirm people, 
botn in city and country; that live chickens from 
eight to twelve weeks old will sell in the East in 
April, May, June 
and July at from forty to 
seventy-five 
cents 
a 
pound, 
or 
from J I 
to 
§1 50 
each, 
according 
to 
variety 
and condition. As the mass of people are ig­ 
norant of the profits of poultry raising, tfiey can- 
not afford to buy expensive incubators, and do 
not know that they can make a good, cheap 
inouuator themselves, with which to hatch both 
early and late chickens, the following resolution 
was adopted: “Resolved,What the secretary of the 
North American Poultry Association he author­ 
ized to inform the people, through a leading 
newspaper in each State, that plain direction* 
and diagrams, for making a good incubator, that 
they eau make at home, at a cost of less than $5, 
and that will hold 250 eggs, eau be obtainea by 
addressing our secretary, enclosing two throe- 
cent stamps for return postage.” At the next 
meeting tho subjects, How, when aud where to 
m arket poultry to obtain the highest prices, will 
be discussed, aud the results made known to tho 
public.

There w as ju st life 
enough le ft for th e d yin g man to g iv e it one press 
of th ank fu l recogn ition .
